as we all know, God was referring to the Son of 
God, Christ, the One who-had been with him sharing 
his glory through all eternity. And God said that 
the seed of the serpent was going to bruise the seed 
of the woman. God was going to surrender his Son 
to be terribly injured by Satan, who personifies sin. 


- There was an early mention. of the fact that God sur- 


rendered first. But it does not go far enough back. 
We are told that God surrendered long before that. 
Way over in the last book of the Bible, if you turn 
to the thirteenth chapter of Revelation, you will read, 
“The Lamb slain from the foundation of the world.” 
He was slain long before Adam ever sinned. Yes, 
God surrendered first. The Lamb, the Son of God, 
was slain in the purposes of God before the founda- 
tion of the world. 

Then in the second chapter of Philippians we find 


. the most marvelous account of the surrender of the 
. Son, and the surrender of the Father, when we read 


that. Christ, being in the form of God, thought it not 
— with God, but made himself of 

these few verses we are told the 
part which Christ ‘took in his surrender. He made 
himself:of no reputation, and took upon him the form 
of a seryant, and was made in the likeness of men, 


He was lifted up even as Moses lifted the serpent in 


the wilderness. He became obetlient unto death, even 
the death of the cross. 

In the Twenty-second Psalm is still another account 
of the surrender that the Son of God made. 

There are many. other New Testament passages on 
his.surrender; : “He became obedient unto death, even 
the death of:the cross.” It was not a martyr’s death. 
The Christian martyr, the believer who goes to his 
death; even’ if he goes to the death of the cross for 
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his faithfulness to Christ and his faith in Christ, dies 
under the blessing of. God. Christ died under the 
curse of God, .“Christ hath redeemed us from the 
curse of the law, being made a curse for us: for it is 
written, Cursed is every one that hangeth on a tree” 
(Gal. 3:13). He was made a curse for us. “For he 
hath made him to be sin for us, who knew no sin” (2 
Cor. 5:21). What a surrender that wag on the part 
of the Father and Son, “made sin for us, who knew 
no sin, that we might be made the righteousness of 
God in him.” 

Some one wrote years ago in The British Weekly 
on “Our Lord’s. Borrowed Possessions,” telling how 
completely the Lord of glory had surrendered; the 
cattle on a thousand hills were His, and the riches 
of the universe, but he had no earthly possessions 
when he consented to become a Man and live here. 
He had his birth in a borrowed manger, had a bor- 
rowed bed, a borrowed beast, a borrowed room, a bor- 
rowed grave. Yet he stands, the living risen Son of 
God, stripped of all earthly possessions, and saying, 
“All power is given unto me in heaven and on earth.” 

Yes, God surrendered first; and not only first, but 
God made a surrender greater than any other when 
Christ was made sin and died under the curse of sin. 
It was a surrender that he never asks any of us to 
make, for we could not. When the Lord went into 
the Garden of Gethsemane he took with him the 
three closest to Him, in that agony of prayer such as 
no man has ever known. Let us never speak of 
“our Gethsemane”; no one has ever had a Gethsemane 
but Christ. Then we read that he went “a little far- 
ther,” apart from the three disciples. Dear friends, 
the Son of God went a little farther in his surrender 
than he ever asks any follower of his to go. He 
went to the depths of sin, even being identified with 
sin, that we might be identified with his righteous- 
ness. ‘We love him because he first loved us.” “In 
the beginning God,” are the very first four words ‘of 
the Bible. God did everything first that needs to be 
done. Everything he asks us to do he did first, 
even in surrender. So let us think of that as we hear 
the phrase, “The Surrendered Life.” It is God's life. 

That is the reason he can ask us to surrender, for 
He wants us to be like himself, and we can never 
be like him until we have surrendered all. The 
unsurrendered Christian is a travesty on the name of 
Christian. Any such has taken God’s name in vain, 
and that means far more than profanity. May God 
enable us so to see the great and blessed privilege of 
surrender that we shall count it the greatest joy of 
our lives, and the greatest privilege. Frances Ridley 
Havergal said that doing the will of God had, for her, 
ceased to be a sigh and had become a song. What 
is it for us?

My ‘brothef, Philip E. Howard, after his re- 
cent trip through Mediterranean lands on the way to 
the Holy Land, told in The Sunday Scheol Times of 
something that deeply impressed him as he was in 
the room of Mr. Smeeton of the Algiers Mission. - He 
saw on the wall a rough piece of paper on which some 
one had written four words: “Not Somehow, but 
Triumphantly.” Do we get the connection of that 
with the surrendered life? If half of our life is sur- 
rendered, or three-fourths of it, or nine-tenths of it, 
it is a “somehow” life, in which there are sure to be 
sighs. But in the fully surrendered life the “somehow” 
is swept out of the way, and the “triumphantly” corties 
in. Then we are more than conquerors. 

An unsaved person cannot surrender to Christ. We 
sometimes hear an appeal made in evangelistic meet- 
ings to surrender to the Lord. It cannot be done by 
the unsaved. This is ciearly brought out in M¢Con- 
key’s book, “The Threefold Secret of the Holy Spirit,” 
in which he shows that it is a cruel thing to ask an 
unsaved person to surrender. “Believe on the: Lord 
Jesus Christ, and thou shalt be saved, and thy house.” 
That is all an unsaved person can do. We never find 
an appeal in Scripture for the unsaved person to sur- 
render. He is dead in trespasses and sins, and the 
only thing he can do is what Israel did in the wilder- 
ness when the serpent was lifted up, — just look and 
believe. The appeal for surrender in the Scriptures is 
always to the saved. “God so loved the world” that 
he surrendered his only begotten Son, that whosoever 


_—not whosoever surrenders to him, not yet, but first 


— believeth on him may have everlasting life. 
There are two great surrender chapters in the Bible, 


' Romans six and Romans twelve, and both are ad- 


dressed to believers. Romans six tells us in the thir- 
teenth verse, ‘Yield yourselves unto God as those that 
are alive from the deau.” An unsaved person is not 
alive from the dead, he is dead in trespasses and sins. 


Now you have looked on the Lord Jesus Christ, you — 


have believed on him, you have received, — for you 
must receive before you can give. We must receive 
from God, receive God first, receive Christ as Sav- 
iour. As you do that you are baptized into the death 
of Christ, and as Christ was raised up from the dead 
by the glory of the Father, you have been raised spir- 
itually to walk in newness of life. Now comes the 
appeal. You are not dead in your old trespasses and 
sins, you are alive now; dead unto sin, thank God, 
and alive unto God. Therefore, “neither yield ye your 
members as instruments of unrighteousness unto sin: 
but yield yourselves unto God, as those that are alive 
from the dead, and your members as instruments of 
righteousness unto God.” Alive from the dead! Your 
members as instruments of righteousness unto God.

How May a Sunday School 
Stand for the Faith? 


We find The Sunday School Times almost indis- 


pensable. All 
take it. 


How would we, as a Sunday-school, make a stand 
for the fundamentals of our faith? We have been 
talking and praying about it, and I wondered if it 
would be possible for you to give us some help. 
Would the teachers and officers do this at a week night 
meeting ?—A Saskatchewan reader. 


our teachers in the Sunday-school 


Here is a practical and vital inquiry. The Sunday 
School Times would like to help its readers in an- 
swering it. 

A few statements and suggestions may be: made. 

First of all, if children and grown people studying 
the Bible in Sunday-school are to be saved, and are 
to live normal Christian lives, the Sunday-school must 
stand for the fundamentals of the faith. It is not 
merely a good thing to do, a desirable thing, nor is 
it an optional thing. The Sunday-school: that does 
not believe and teach the Bible as the very Word of 
God is hindering, not helping, its pupils in that faith 
which alone is the way of salvation and abundant life. 
It is a tragic fact that many Sunday-schools today, 
reflecting the false teachings of Christian leaders in 
seminary and pulpit, as well as in Sunday-school les- 
son helps, are contributing to unbelief rather than be- 
lief, to darkness rather than light, to death rather 
than life. To all such are addressed the solemn words 
of the Lord Jesus Christ, when he had “called a little 
child unto him, and set him in the midst of them, ... 
But whoso shall offend [cause to stumble] one of 
these little ones which believe in me, it were better 
for him that a ‘millstone were hanged about his neck, 
and that he were drowned in the depth of the sea. 
Woe unto the world because of offences! for it must 
needs be that offences come; but woe to that man by 
whom the offence cometh!” (Matt. 18:2, 6, 7.) 

It is a striking fact that the Sunday-schools that 
are standing clearly and without compromise for the 








foundations. of the faith are the largest schools, and 
of greatest activity and influence. The Sunday School 
Times investigated this matter a few years ago, and 
found that almost without exception the really large 
Sunday-schools are Fundamentalist, while there are 
few if any Modernist schools, of appreciable size. 
This is significant testimony to the fact that people 
go where they are fed. 

But how is a Sunday- school to take-a duciaive stand 
for the faith? How is it to make sure that its 
teachers and teaching are wholly true to the Word? 
This is the question on which the Saskatchewan 
worker wishes help. 

If the Sunday-school has a “cabinet” or executive 
committee of officers and teachers, such a group may 
well come together and take official action to insure 
the desired result. Or, as this reader suggests, any 
meeting of the teache:s and officers as a: body can 
act. 

One of the simplest ways is for the responsible 
workers to adopt a clear statement of doctrine, «and 
take action requiring the annual signing of this doc- 
trinal statement by each teacher and officer of the 
school. Any such action should be taken in consulta- 
tion with the pastor and those charged with ‘the spir- 
itual leadership of the church. The annual signing of 
such a doctrinal.statement should be to the effect that 
the signer affirms his or her belief in-all these doc- 


trines, as stated, without question or reservation of © 


any sort. 

Such a statement should include the full and verbal 
inspiration of the Scriptures as consisting of the 
authoritative, inerrant, and infallible ‘Word of. God; 
the Deity of Christ; the virgin birth; the substitu- 
tionary death of Christ as the only Saviour of men, 
by his shed blood; the bodily resurrection of Christ 
and of all men; ‘the. personal, bodily ‘ascension of 
Christ, and his personal, bodily return; the person- 
ality of the Holy Spirit as a member of the Trinity 
of the Godhead; the necessity of the new birth, regen- 
eration :by the Holy Spirit, through faith in Christ 
as Saviour, as the only way of salvation and life for 
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all men, who otherwise are dead in trespasses and sins, 
and lost; eternal life in fellowship with God for those 
who. in. this life haye received Christ as Saviour; the ; 
second death, in the lake of. fire, for those “not found 
written in the book of life” (Rev. 20: 14, 15).. 

Of course, only saved teachers would constitute 
the. teaching force.in such a Sunday-school. ’ 
should be remembered that ““a stand for the funda- 
mentals of our faith” is more than a merely intellectual ' 
attitude. Fundamental living “must accompany funda- 
mental teaching, if we wish the teaching to have 
power. “Saved and separated” is a good slogan for 
the teachers and officers of a school that would: really 
stand on the foundations of the faith. 

Faith cannot be fed and built up on doubts and 
denials, so the lesson helps and other literature used 
by pupils and teachers are of vital importance. This 
is one reason why The Sunday School Times Com- 
pany, in response to a widespread and urgent demand, 
is now publishing the new weekly for young people, 
Christian Youth.

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Will More Souls Be Lost Than Saved? 


Will you please give light on Matthew 7:13, 14, 
which reads: “Enter ye in at the strait gate: for 
wide is the gate, and broad is the way, that leadeth 
to destruction, and many there be which go in thereat ; 
because strait is the gate, and narrow is the way 
which leadeth unto life, and few there be that find it. * 

Does this mean that at the end of the world, when, 
all is finished here, there will be more souls lost than} 
saved? Has not Christ power over the Devil to the 
extent that Christ will have more with Him than the: 
Devil? Does not Revelation 7:9 teach that there- 
will be more in Heaven than are lost? Please give 
me light—A Virginia inquirer. : . 
The Lord Jesus Christ has full and complete power 

over the Devil. But the Bible does not answer this 
inquirer’s question. A single passage such as that 
which is quoted from Matthew, as to “many” going 
in at the gate leading to destruction, and “few” find- 
ing the gate leading unto life, seems to suggest more 
lost than saved. The passage in Revelation, describ- 
ing the “great multitude, which no man could number, 
of all nations, and kindreds, and people, and tongues,” 
standing before the throne and the Lamb, and praising 
God for salvation, certainly declares a numberless host 
of the saved. In any consideration of this unanswer- 
able question one should certainly not overlook the 
vast number, since the world began, of those dying 
in infancy, who the Bible apparently teaches are saved. 
Readers of The Sunday. School. Times will be glad 
to know that several of the leading Bible teachers of 
America have been asked by the Times to. give their 
convictions: on the teaching of Scripture concerning 
infant; salvation, and this fiotable contribution to Bible 
study and an understanding of the Gospel will appear 
in a later issue of the Times.

each month. These classes, numbering ten each week, 
meet every school day and are held in various sections 
of the city,—as near as possible to the schools, — 
in halls, in churches, and in homes. , 
The purpose of the classes is twofold. First, t 
put the Gospel before the children in such simple 
and plain, yet full, terms that they will be brought to 
saving faith in Jesus Christ. In the work of the Re- 
ligious Education Association, though it employs a 
staff of very able and highly trained teachers whose 
sincerity and devotion are unquestioned, there is, in 
the opinion of the writer, a fundamental omission in 
their failure to recognize the basic need of the 
child for regeneration. The principal thought. of 
the Portland Union Bible Classes is that the chil- 
dren can be, and should be given the opportunity to 
be born again, or regenerated, by faith in Christ. The 
teachers believe that until the ‘child is born again he 
cannot receive the knowledge and understanding of 
the Scriptures that are vital for his future life: 
Second, to give these children the instruction in the 
Bible that will provide for their establishment in the 
faith once delivered to the saints, and produce a con- 
stant growth in grace. It is said by the leaders in 


. the Religious Education Association that the child 


cannot understand the great’ truths of the Bible, and 
therefore it is, to say the least, a waste of time to 
attempt to teach them’ to “children. We are told that 
this is especially true of such subjects as the univer- 
sality of sin, the absolute need of being regenerated 
by the Spirit of God, the penal and vicarious char- 
acter of the death of Christ, and the responsibility 
resting upon every one, the child included, because 
of these great truths. However, it has been. found 
in actual practice that children can, and, what is more 
important, do receive in a sufficiently understanding 
way all these truths. Indeed it has been found that 
they receive them more easily and much more readily 
than adults. 3 

The importance of child evangelism can hardly 
be overstated. What we do with the children is the 
sure prophecy of what the Church will be in the next 
generation. Whatever future lies before the Church, 
both at home and in her missionary activities, lies 
hidden in the children of today. 


Lack of Christian Background 


Once the family altar had a place in the Christian 
homes of our country; the Bible was read and prayer 
was offered daily.'*But today in an increasing number 
of homes the Bible remains closed and prayer is un- 
uttered. The home, as such, has ceased to be the 
place where the children may learn of Jesus Christ, 
our Saviour and Lord. 2 

There was a time, too, when the children of this 
country received some Christian training in the pub- 
lic schools, but now the Bible is excluded from many of 
our schools. The children are now, as far as the 
schools are concerned, allowed to drift into manhood 
and womanhood without any religious training or in- 
struction. Hence, in spite of all the work of the 
Sunday-schools, buttressed by children’s services, 
junior churches, and the like, conducted by the 
churches, vast numbers of ‘children are unreached and 
are growing up into adult years without any knowledge 
of Christian truth. 

Even where some attempt is being: made to reach 
the children the sad fact is that we have largely turned 
from Christian to mere religious education. This is 
far more serious than a mere difference in terms. We 
once looked for definite conversion by acceptance of 
Christ as a personal Saviour from sin and its guilt, 
an acceptance resulting in the new birth by the Spirit 
of God, and yielding to Christ as Lord and Master. 
We now talk of group consciousness, sociology, the 
laws of psychology, and the evolution of character. 
Christianity has been reduced to a science. Belief 
in conversion as a religious experience has been largely 


_ lost. The popular idea that the child does not 


need redemption by the blood of Christ, or con- 
version, but that he needs merely to recognize 
that he is already a child of God by virtue of 
being “born into this world, is widespread among 
leaders of religious thought. The comparatively short 
time during which .this teaching has been~ generally 
accepted is sufficient to show, by the very fruits of 
it, that there must be fatal error in it. 








Believing that children can understand the Gospel 
and be led to accept Christ, the Portland Union 
Bible Classes are making a special effort.to reach 
them. Seven hundred children in weekly classes 
prove that the need is great and the results are 
gratifying. Mr. Sutcliffe, the well known Bible 
teacher, not only tells of the work in Portland, 
but also emphasizes the imperative need of in- 
structing children in the Scriptures that they may 
not ke carried away by modernistic teaching. 








The growing radicalism in national affairs, the re- 
ported ominous, though stoutly denied, decrease in 
church membership, the innumerable snares set for 
the unwary feet of the young, all speak of the vital 
importance of child evangelism. Evangelists are tell- 
ing us that it is becoming increasingly difficult to 
bring men to a definite decision for Christ. The rea- 


son may be that once children were taught the Bible 


from a distinctively Christian viewpoint. It was the 
Christian training that the audiences of Whitefield 
and Wesley and Moody had received in childhood days 
that largely contributed to the success of these great 
evangelists. 

There is also the personal equation which must not 
be ‘overlooked. Our fathers dealt truly with us their 
children by giving us opportunity to hear the simple 
Gospel of the grace of God. They told us of our 
need, of the power of the blood of Christ, of the sim- 
plicity of God’s way of salvation, and led us to saving 
faith in Jesus Christ. In the light of eternity dare 
we deal any less truly with our children? 

Whenever an effort is made to give the Gospel to 
those of tender years, peculiar power and blessing 
rests upon the effort. Childhood is the period of de- 
pendence; children are still in that humble frame of 
mind that alone is the door into the kingdom of God. 
It was the Lord Jesus who said, “Whosoever shall 
not receive the kingdom of God as a little child, he 
shall not enter therein.” 


Children Can Understand the Gospel 


It is as true today as when it was written that “out 
of the mouth of babes and sucklings” our God re- 
ceiveth praise. A writer once said, “Greatness is 


more than bigness.” He went on to point out that ~ 


the universe is big, but the child is great. What tre- 
mendous possibilities there are in every child! That 
child may not only occupy the President’s chair but 
may also share the throne of the King of kings. That 
child may become a Paul or a Pilate, a Hannah or a 
Jezebel. He may come to taste the delight of infinite 
joy or the bitterness of infinite misery. What he 
finally comes to depends upon our being faithful in 
giving him the Gospel of the grace of God. 

The child is far more susceptible to the Gospel 
than-are his elders. After all, it is the heart grip 
and not the mind grip that makes the final decision, 
with either the adult or the child. Our Lord taught 
that children are able to receive the truth. He said, 
“IT thank thee, O Father, Lord of heaven and earth, 
because thou hast hid these things from the wise and 
prudent, and hast revealed them unto babes.” “Suf- 
fer the little children to come unto me, and forbid them 
not: for of such is the kingdom of God.” 

. The leaders of the Religious Education Association 
tell us that the child is capable of receiving instruc- 
tion in the Christian virtues. Surely then the child 
is capable of receiving instruction in the Gospel of the 
grace of God which alone has the power to make those 
virtues living realities. It is the Gospel that tells 
us of humanity’s dire need and of the provision in the 


- blood of Christ to meet that need. The Gospel is 


“the power of God unto salvation” to all who believe. 
The child can understand and receive that Gospel. 
The proof of this may be found on every page of the 
Church’s history including the days when less was 
heard of child psychology. 

The methods in child evangelism will be as varied 
as the needs of each particular class. In the work 
in Portland, the methods consist chiefly of stories and 
object lessons from the Bible. Both are found all 
through the Scriptures: the blood on the door in 
Egypt, the ark built by Noah, the serpent upon which 
the dying looked and found life and strength, the lily 
of the field telling of the Lord’s interest in his own, 
the lost sheep that was sought until found, and the 
like. Such Bible stories hold the attention and im- 
part the truth to the minds and hearts of the children. 

But whatever the methods used, the one vital need 
is. that the teacher possess a living Christ within the 
heart. Without the personal, experimental knowl- 
edge of a livine- Christ all the methods and machinery 
that could be used- must be without power. There 








must also be an abounding desire to see the children 
saved, and an understanding of how to present the 
Gospel in its fullness and sweétness to the child's 
heart and mind. This understanding can never be at- 
tained by a mere knowledge of psychology or peda- 
gogy, however important these are in themselves; it 
can come only by such a surrender to the Holy Spirit 
of God as will enable him to use the teacher as a 
channel through which he himself imparts the truth 
to the child. Ignoring the office work of the Holy 
Spirit makes all methods to be unprofitable, and neces- 
sarily results in giving the children a deleted Gospel 
which has no power. 

Mental ability, intellectual attainments, special 
courses of training, and the like, are desirable, but 
without the presence and power of the Holy Spirit they 
are all valueless in the all important work of child 
evangelism. The Spisit’s presence is necessary because, 
while the methods continually change, the purpose 
never varies. As already stated, the purpose is to 
present the Gospel to the child so that the child may 
know the need of salvation because of its own sinful- 
ness, the source. of salvation because of the love of 
God, the possibility of salvation because of the penal 
and substitutionary sacrifice of Christ, and the personal 
possession of salvation by simply receiving it as a 
free gift from God. Hence, whatever ability and 
training the teacher may possess, and whatever 
methods may be employed, the one indispensable factor 
is that the teacher be yielded into the hands of the Holy 
Spirit fer this work. When this is the case, the 
methods will be found to be the correct ones. 


Child Witnesses 


The results are such as to warrant any effort in this 
great enterprise. They constantly appear like roses 
beautifying a weary road. But, as in all distinctively 
Christian work, full results are incapable of tabulation, 
and in the final-analysis they are comparatively unim- 
portant. In the work at Portland some remarkable 
results have been obtained. Many of the children have 
been led to personal acceptance of Jesus Christ as 
Saviour and Lord. Some of these have taken the 
Gospel to their homes where, until then, no religion 
had. been in evidence. Older children have been 
brought to the same saving faith by the testimony of 
younger brothers and sisters. 

A little girl of seven years of age came into one of 
the classes and there heard the old, old story. As 
the sinfulness of the human heart was pictured, she 
was smitten with conviction of her own sinfulness: 
Then as the work of Christ upon the cross was told 
she had a longing to share in that work for herself. 
Finally as it was explained how simple was the way 
to share ‘n that work she found her heart opened and 
she received Christ as her Saviour. The next week 
she brought an older sister, about twelve years of age. 
When the time came for personal conversation with 
the children it was found that this older girl was al- 
ready saved ond gave full evidence of it by an intelli- 
gent statement of her faith. It was afterward learned 
that she had been led to Christ during the week by 
the younger girl. Not only can children of tender 
years be truly converted, but they can be used to 
bring others to Christ. 

There, is no excitement in the work, no emotional 
stress of appeal, no parading the children as though 
they were heroes; there is only a plain statement of 
the Gospel which the Holy Spirit uses to do his own 
work in the tender hearts of the children. Who can 
estimate the influence of such service, or measure the 
value of telling the children, while they are still in the 
plastic years of life, of the Christ who loved them 
and gave himself for them?

The Eighteenth Amendment 
and Prosperity 


“Prohibition: ‘Its Industrial and Economic Aspects.” 
By H. Feldman. (D. Appleton Co., New York, $2.) 


ERE is a concrete, well arranged, and critical 

study. The author is obviqusly at pains not to 
give too much credit to national prohibition and this 
very reluctance emphasizes the weight of the testimony 
from which he cannot escape. A more practiced stu- 
dent of the alcohol question would hardly resurrect 
evidence from the antiquated and biased Committee of 
Fifty Report, nor would he so cavalierly minimize the 
importance of the work of the Kraepelin school and 
its successors. But in his chosen corner of the field 
he commands confidence. 


He proves many things. Contrary to popular im- 
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pression the consumption of alcoholic beverages was 
not declining before prohibition but increasing faster 
than population. The standard of living with the wage- 
earner is very much higher than formerly. The aboli- 
tion of the saloons has sent ripples of purchasing 
power over a wide area of trade. Because of prohibi- 
tion there are more consumers and better consumers. 
There have been great increases in the number of sav- 
ings bank depositors and in the average amount per 
deposit, a striking expansion in industrial insurance, 
and an enormous expansion in the assets of building 
and loan associations. 

The consumption of milk has increased far beyond 
the population ratio, — from 36,500,000,000 pounds in 
1917 to 53,325,800,000 pounds in 1924. The assertion 
that there has been an increase in addiction to narcotic 
drugs is shown to be humbug. In fact the importa- 
tion of opium has steadily fallen with the rise of popu- 
lation from 513,700 pounds in 1890-1899 to 144,805 
pounds in 1920-1923. The fall in the importation of 
cocoa leaves has’ been from_ 1,226,772 pounds in 1911 
to 262,671 ‘pounds in'1926. Nor is the:contention that 
there has been an increase in automobile accidents, due 
to prohibition, worthy of more respect. There has 
been an. increase in gross numbers .of accidents in late 
years but im ratio to the number of cars registered the 
number of fatalities (per 100,000 cars) has fallen 
from 178 in 1917 to 95 in 1926. 

“A la liberté,” said a French lady as she lifted her 
glass of wine at a Parisian dinner table, nodding sig- 
nificantly to an American vis-d-vis. “A la prospérité,” 
returned the American woman thus challenged as she 
raised her: glass of water. Statistics. bear out the 
American’s bon mot! Figures: issued in 1927 by the 
National Bureau of Economic Research state the total 
national income of the American people (in figures 
calculated in 1913 dollars) at_$35,500,000,000 in 1918 
and $52,900,000,000 in 1926. The increase of over sev- 
enteen billions is more than twice as great as the in- 
crease in the period 1909-1918 and if figured on a per 
capita basis, in dollars based on the price levels of 1913, 
more than four times as great! 

Professor Feldman warns us against attributing too 
much of these amazing statistics to prohibition. Well, 
the burden of proof is on him to show any other ade- 
quate cause in explanation.

The Smoking Habit 


" Ite effects of the smoker’s body and the smoker's children 
By Georgia Robertson 


AVE you noticed how mariy people both young 
H and old have to wear glasses to see wel!? 

Without them. some. could not see the words 
on this page, but the words would be there just the 
same though, they. could not. see them. 

In the field et spiritual and moral vigion.. there is 
as great a difference as in the physical. »-Our early 
training and environment either clarifies or distorts it. 
Also our determination to see things as we want to 
see them; our self-interest, our love of personal grati- 
fication, our desire to appear like those we are among, 
all distort our spiritual and moral vision and blind us 
to what we do not want to see. Because one person 
with his vision says a thing is so, and another with 
_different vision says it is not so, does not change the 
facts in the case. Mere argument or. statement of 
personal opinion gets one nowhere. Our tg 
vision must be corrected that we may see thihgs as 
they really are, not as they seem either to us or to 
some one else. 

Step into this learned doctor’s office. Many degrees 
have been conferred on him by foreign medical soci- 
eties as well as by our own. He will be able through 
his slides to help us see the real situation; he will 
bring us face to face with the- scientific facts where 
truth shines undimmed by personal bias. 

Watch as he throws those slides on the screen. That 
kidney is a normal one. That one all shriveled and 
knobby is tobacco-destroyed. That slide with its even, 
regular lines shows the normal pulse, each vertical 
line represents a heart beat. Those two pictures be- 
low with very uneven, irregular lines show the pulse 
of the tobacco heart. That slide’ shows the normal 
artery. 


large because the artery has become thickened, and 
the opening or passage through it has been reduced. 
Suppose you could make the rubber of an ordinary 
garden hose swell up and. thicken so ‘that the opening 
through it was only one-quarter as large, then. only 
one-quarter as much water would flow through it. 
Think what extra work such an artery puts on the 
heart pumping the'blood through such a small tube, 
until at last it becomes a tobacco heart. 

That is a large smooth normal liver; the one be- 
ed shrunken, knobby, and red, is a tobacco-destroyed 
iver. 

That slide shows the perfectly smooth, even, multi- 
tudinous branchings of a healthy nerve cell. That one 
with fewer branches and little knobs all over them is 
a tobacco-damaged nerve cell. 

Inhaling cigarette smoke with its ever present: nico- 

“tine and four other poisons that are always present 


In the one next. it the opening in the center . 
through which the blood flows is only one-quarter as ; 
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in all kinds of smoke irritates the lungs and predis- 
poses them to tuberculosis. 

Several scientists find the red blood cells reduced 
from 5,800,000 to 2,400,000 (very pronounced anemia) 


threugh the use of tobacco. 

That next picture-is too horrible to look at. The 
mouth and chin are eaten away by cancer. Dr. Albee 
of New York (in 1916) reported 100 persons suffering 
from cancer of the mouth in 15 months, and 90 of 
them were inveterate tobacco users. 

“A glass rod dipped in nicotine” —extracted from 
tobacco — “was applied to the throats of three young 
cats; at the end of fifteen seconds death occurred.” 
“One drop of nicotine applied to the cornea of the eye 
of an animal is suffecient to produce instant death.” 

Dwarf dogs are produced by certain dog fanciers 
by giving them nicotine in some form. Boys are also 
dwarfed by the use of it. Among six hundred school 
children who used cigarettes one half of them were 
found seriously impaired. The internal glands that 
control physical and mental development are pro- 
foundly damaged. by tobacco. No tobacco in any form 
is allowed athletes when in training for a contest. 
Tobacco makes them less alert, less steady, and: re- 
duces their endurance. 

One is soon able to learn to smoke without any 
acute, distressing symptoms of the poison, but our 
instructor tells us that “the mischievous effects con- 
tinue ‘steadily, insidiously destroying the fine ma- 
chinery of the body until the heart; lungs, blood ves- 
sels, liver, kidneys, and other vital organs are so 
badly damaged that the vital functions can no longer 
proceed in a regular and normai fashion, and then a 
medical examination reveals the fact, not that the 
subject has begun to suffer from nicotine poison, but 
that his body has been ruined by it. Every cell of the 
body, every tissue, and every fiber, has been damaged. 
The vital reserve has been exhausted, the defenses of 
the body have been broken down and the living ma- 
chine is irreparably injured. It may be possible to 
patch it up sufficiently to keep. it going for a few 
years, but a large share of its working capacity, its 
efficiency, has. been used up in carrying. unnatural and 
unnecessary burdens and cannot be replaced. Tobacco 
destroys the white blood cells as well as lessens their 
power to combat’germs.” 

Our demonstratot -says, “Since the government in 


every way encouraged the use of tobacco by the sol- - 


diers, even so far as to add it to the rations, it is 
quite fair to inquire whether the soldier is not as 
much entitled: to: consideration - for -tobacco injuries 
as for bullet wounds or any ‘other bodily damage inci- 
dent to the military. service.” 


Dr. Kostral found that children born of women ‘ 


working in an Austrian tobacco factory wefe short 
lived. “One-third of all the infants born died within 
the first year and one-fifth’ of all-the children showed 
signs of poisoning of the braim.:and ‘nerves and died 
of convulsions.” “A young: infant with a smoking 
mother not only absorbs nicotine with its food. but in- 
hales it with tobacco tainted air.” 
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Do you think one has a right to poison the air either 
in his home or automobile for his family to breathe, 
or the air in public places for others to breathe? Has 
one a right so to poison his or her system with tobacco 
that his children will have weakened constitutions, and 
if able to live will be handicapped through life with 
lowered resistance to disease and sickness? Is it a 
matter of “taste” or “habit” or “tolerance”? . 

What must we think of the father who cannot buy 
the needed amount of milk and other foods that. all 
dietitians now tell us children must have to make 
strong teeth, and healthy bodies, because from his 
youth up he has squandered his money on cigarettes, 
and lessened his earning power instead of conserving 
it that he may be able to provide for a family. properly? 

A man may claim the right to, destroy or burn up 
his property, but if in doing so he unintentionally burns 
up the property of his neighbor, or if he destroys or 
burns up the property of. his. child, he will find him- 
self in the clutches of the law. In many states the 
law forbids his burning his own buildings. .Why has 
he any <more right.:so. to poison. his own body that 
children born to.-him will either be unable to live, or 
go through life weakened and inefficient ? 

f one has’ not the right to take a-life suddenly, 
either his. own or another’s, how much more right 
has he to take it by: the slow process of taking nico- 
tine poison in minute doses? That poison which dulls 
his sensibilities to the comfort and rights of others, 
and makes of him such a slave that he cannot. wait, 
but eagerly puffs the poison with indifference in the 
faces of those at the restaurant, table, in the hotel 
lobby, or standing in line at ticket windows or rail- 
way stations, or even in the face of the helpless baby 
in his arms! . 

Dr. Harvey W. Wiley, ieteunatienily known anda 
member of the leading medical and hygiene societies 
abroad and at home has repeatedly condemned the use 
of cigarettes and. tobacco as relentless destroyers of 
health and efficiency.

What Point of View in Education?

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HE spread of atheism in the ‘schools is. attracting 

the attention of Christian people in all parts of 
the country. The question is being asked, “Why is 
it that a college education seems to upset, rather 
than build up, the moral responsibility of our young 
men and women?” Miss Harriet Lyon, in the Inde- 
pendent, takes the stand that in the colleges there is 
an encouragement given to heresy — not heresy against 
any particular established organization, but “a general 
and far more dangerous heresy against the past.” She 
says that the majority of students reach college. “with 
a certain amount of inconvenient baggage in the way 
of tradition, religious doctrine, and a.casual philosophy 
that is. unexpressed and accepts life as»it: appears ‘to 
be.” ‘This student “is set to study philosophy, to study 
the Bible with a. doubt for every word, to dissect the 
New Testament with a keen eye for biological prob- 
abilities.” The writer explains that disbeliefs: in the 
Bible are not.taught directly and that the: professors 
do not deliberately try to instill germs of atheism. On 
the other hand, “so many plausible’ explanations are 
given which ignore the miraculous, that the student 
who clings to the bare Word is looked upon jby fellow 
students as narrow and rather superstitious.” 

According to the Literary Digest, President Charles 
Smith of the American Association for the Advance- 
ment of Atheism reports that seventy-five percent of 
the scientists are agnostics and atheists... He ‘says that 
they “are constantly digging up new proofs .pointing to 
the fact that there is no soul, no continuation after 
death, no proof of a God.” 

If this is the situation in cur country today, it is 
time that the Christian people take more active meas- 


ures to protect young Christian students. In order for 
the young man or woman to compete successfully. in 
the modern world he must have an understanding of 
the sciences and philosophies. But it>is not necessary 
for him «to. get this understanding with the atheistic 
point of view. There.is a: world of difference caused 
by one’s point of view. 

It is said that three ‘blind men once came in contact 
with.an ‘elephant, The first happened to touch the leg 
of the elephant and said; “An elephant sis like a post.” 
The second felt his side and ‘said, “An elephant is like 
a wall.” The third found the tail and. remarked, “You 
are:both. wrong, an elephant is like neither.a post nor a 
wall, an elephant is like a rope.” ‘They were all right, 
and yet they -were-all. wreng,-~Their: ideas depended 
on their point of view. Let an experimenter . place 
before him three glasses:of water, one cold, one warm, 
and the ‘third room-temperature. Let -him place the 
left hand-in the cold water and the right hand in the 
warm and: allow them to remain for about a minute. 
Let ‘him: now: place both hands.in the -water. which is 
room-temperature. To: the left hand it seems warm, 
and to.the right hand cold. The water is the same. 
The difference is in the hands. 

it is the same with knowledge and education. To 
am atheist a certain fact will say one thing, and to-a 
Christian it may say the opposite. The fault lies not 
in the fact but in the interpretation of the fact. If 
a man iis at heart atheistic, it will be impossible for 
him, though he try ever so hard, to interpret facts 

- from the Christian point of view. “The beauty of it,” 
says Freeman -Hopwood, Secretary of the atheist or- 
ganization, “is. that we have so many atheists in the

- college faculties in. América. . . . They can’t-say mutch 


about it, as they would be thrown out .. . but they 


encourage ‘the students all they can.” 


In the words of Harriet Lyon, “The argument is 
offered that, if the student has any.-convictions to be- 
gin with, -he or she will support them against such 
attacks, and force the instructor to retract.or explain. 
This is’a hopeful theory but does not: compliment the 
understanding of the-theorist. What eighteen-year-old 
student I speak not of the few who have. been 
brought up to think, but of the mass who have not — 
is prepared with such a concrete and concise case as 
the instructor?” With the student, religion has. so 
far been largely a matter of faith. The evidences and 
arguments of Christianity are in the greater part yet 
to be learned. While the instructor is an expert at 
reasoning and logic the student is but an amateur 
and is often incompetent to see the facts from the 
Christian point of view. 

Agnosticism and atheism are not necessarily taught 
openly, but. the seeds are instilled insidiously into the 
mind. Little things here and there are given according 
to the agnostic point of view. The assumptions made 
and passed over. lightly, in many cases without thought, 
finally bring forth their inevitable fruit of unbelief. 

f the Christian Church would come to the rescue 
of. young Christian manhood and womanhood she must 
see to it that the students are given opportunity to 
get their education from instructors who have the 
Christian point_of view. 

May Christian philanthropists remember. the ortho- 
dox colleges of our land, and may Christian parents 
take- pains to see that this fall, when their boy and 
girl go to school, they attend an institution which 
is not only Christian in name, but which employs only 
those instructors who look at the phenomena of life 
from the viewpoint of the Christian.

Y DEAR SALLY: Open your Bible to 1 Cor- 
inthians 10:31 and read, “Whether therefore ye 
eat, or drink, or whatsoever ye do, do all to the glory 
of ” Can you join the sorority to the glory of 
God? When you pray over it, what does the Spirit 


guide you to do? Be fearless in adhering to any de-_ 


cision that the:rSpirit leads you to make, I might 
judge from the sororities which I have known, and 
say emphatically, “Do not join,” and again, “Yes, of 
course, join” God will give you judgment for the 
corner of his vineyard where you are, and in follow- 
ing his guidance you will not make any mistake, but 
what you do will honor and glorify him.

But I can also see how 
they might meet, calling it a family reunion, and have 
a real jazz time of it,—mnever once speaking of God, 
utterly neglectful of God’s Day, and doing just as the 
flesh would dictate. Which reunion will you accept? 

You see, if we do all for the glory of God, “what- 
soever we do,” it will end in rejoicing our hearts, and 
will shed a radiance of happiness on all with whom we 
mingle. To realize that God should be taken into 
every detail of our lives, and to know the life that is 
never separated from him,—and does not want to 
be separated, — is to know the genuine joy that he has 
planned for his children. Like Enoch of old, let us 
walk with God, and then we shall not want to stray 
on any sidepaths, or go off on any tangents. When 
we make Christ our first choice, all else will fall in 
line and take their place in the background, or be 
sent adrift; to have no part in our lives.

man decided to retire from business at an age 

that. would leave him with time and strength 
to give voluntary service in the interest of world 
evangelization. A medical missionary who was lay- 
ing the foundations of a medical college in China was 
at the same time béginning to think toward a World 
Survey that would reveal the regions of greatest need. 
Simultaneously a clerical missionary, who had been 
obliged for health reasons to retire from the mission 
field, was studying Pauline principles and missionary 
methods. 

These three men were separated by continents and 
oceans, and Were quite unknown to each other, -but 
in the province of God they were. brought together 
into a fellowship out of which-has arisen -The World- 
Dominion Movement. 

The first man became more particularly interested 
in the subject of Indigenous Churches and. the multi- 
plying of such churches all over the world; the second 
created an* Intelligence Department to study and re-. 
veal the world situation as viewed from the standpoint 
of the kingdom of God; and the third became an 
advocate of the New Testament principles of Advance 
and Consolidation. 

Now I am going to make a startling statement. 
THE WORLD CANNOT BE EVANGELIZED IN THIS GENERA- 


N eee ee a quarter of a century ago a business 


* tion. Why? 


1. Because the Christian Church is not seeking to 
do it. . In how. many churches do we find ministers as 
ambassadors of Christ beseeching men and women 
to be reconciled to God? In how many do we find 
the way of salvation being explained? How many 
Christians are so full of the joy of the Holy Ghost 
that they are simply bursting to tell the secret which 
would save the world? 

2. Because the Church is not sufficiently interested 
in God’s love for the world to study the situation and 
find where need ts greatest. What should we think 
of an army that had no Intelligence Department? 
The disposition of the missionary forces throughout. 
the world is appallingly haphazard. This leads to 
duplication and overlapping and waste in some regions 
while other great regions are unoccupied. 

3. Because, while the command of Christ means 
that we Christians now living are to preach the Gos- 
pel_to every creature, existing missionary methods are 
hopelessly inadequate and are not likely to evangelize 
the world in a-thousand years. The total of church 
members on the foreign field today, after a century 
Of missions, DOES ‘NOT EQUAL THE INCREASE IN THE 
POPULATION OF JAPAN ALONE during the last genera- 
tion. 

What is the consequence of our neglect? The con- 
sequence is that hundreds of millions now living, for 
whom the present generation of Christians is respon- 
sible, will pass into eternity without having heard of 
the Lord Jesus Christ; or, if they have heard his 
name, will not have had the opportunity of under- 
standing its significance to them. 

This terrible situation could all be changed. This 
awful responsibility could be liquidated. The world 
could be evangelized in this generation, The task is 
not an impossible one. It could be done if keen 
Christians everywhere (1) sought by prayer and work 
to do it, (2) set about it intelligently, (3) adopted 
the proper principles of expansion. 

Illustrations of our failure could be provided with- 
out end. The former slogan of the Student Volunteer 
Movement, “The Evangelization of the World in This 
Generation,” is hushed even to its echo, and yet the 
amount spent on any one of the little luxuries of life 
would provide the material resources to do it. Mis- 
sionaries are distributed throughout-the world without 
any evidence of a comprehensive plan. Vast regions 
are untouched, and denominational differences and 
foreign authority prevent spontaneous expansion. 

It was out of the need of this situation that the 
World Dominion Movement arose. Its literature is 
helping to arouse the Christian Church, Its Surveys

was founded in 1904 by Mr, Samuel H. Strain, 

a Belfast business man who carries on this work 
without compensation as a Christian avocation. Of- 
ferings to cover cost of postage and packing are 
gratefully received. The literature sent out is all 
soundly evangelical, Spurgeon’s sermons, and the like. 
Practically every parcel is accompanied with a per- 
sonal letter, and there is suitable literature for the 
children in remote lighthouses. 

The report of this mission throws a sharp light 
on the life of those to whom it ministers. “Here 
is a lightship on the coast of Oregon with a crew of 
fourteen men. ‘It is very dangerous. We have the 
whole Pacific down on _us at times, and thcr¢ is always 
fear of going adrift. For the winter months no shore- 
leave is allowed. All must be on hand because of 
the winter storms.’ This correspondent tells how vari- 
ous pilots have had their ashes put into cement blocks 
and sunk on the stormy points where they have spent 
their lives. ‘We hope to change watch sometime and 

hope when our long watch below comes we may 
be able to say to our great Captain that we have 
kept a good watch while on deck!’ The sea-writer, 
Frank Bullen, has written of the arduous life on light- 
ships moored on the edge of some terrible shoal, ex- 
posed to the fury of every gale, buffeted by the verige- 
ful seas like an immense football until even the stout- 
est heart must wonder whether the great cable holding 
her down can possibly endure the tremendous strain. 
Then there is the bitter. black winter weather, whirl- 

“ing snow, the added danger of a blinded blundering 
bag. several tons of dead weight, being hurled on 
them 

And the famous Skerryvore lighthouse on the west 
of Scotland which Robert Louis Stevenson’s father 
built! At times terrible seas sweep over thé tower 
for a week, the house rocks on its pillars, and water 
spurts through the seams of doors and windows. The 
isolation in such places causes mueh loneliness. One 
writes from the Bahamas, “I have been:at this station 
for thirty years. It is very lonesome at times, espe- 
cially at nights.” A Newfoundland keeper writes, 
“We take the glasses and see them going to and rom 
church five miles distant. He who said, ‘Where two 
or three are gathered together in my name,’ is with 
us to bless us, too. It would be very lonel re in- 
deed if it were not for your good books. tin sixty 
years old, twenty-seven in the service, and it won't 
be long before I will coil the ropes [i. ¢., as they do 
on ship when the voyage is over]. Have been on 
the rock nineteen months without leave.” In many 
lights the children are without religious instruction. 
One girl writes from a distant Alaska light, “My 
father has just six years more to serve, and then 
I shall be able to go to church on Sundays.” 

Last year Mr. Strain sent out a thousand letters 
and six hundred parcels of literature, ranging from 
Antarctic Trista de Cunha to Arctic Alaska, and the 
world around. 


The Opinion of Outside Observers on the Studeat 
Volunteer Convention.—Dr. Harlan P. Beach said 
of the Indianapolis convention ef 1923 that a con- 
siderable body of studentry insisted on showing “the 
venerables” how a student convention should be man- 
aged, and the consequence was a bedlam in the dis- 
cussion groups. “The students were trying to carry 
out the latest ideas of Teachers’ College.” At the 
Detroit Convention (Dec. 28, 1927 to Jan. 1, 1928) 
the “youth movement” was not quite so noisy, but, as 
Professor Sailer observes, “Radical Christianity was 
given free expression on the platform. ” Mildred Welch, 
a Methodist missionary in China, is reported as say- 
fing that “the old formulas of the Student Volunteer 
Movement have died out. In Detroit hardly a voice 
proclaimed that our aim should be the evangelization 
of the world in this or any other generation. The 
students at Detroit were not so much interested in 
great untouched fields as in the field at home nominally 
conquered _for Christ but actually non-Christian.” 
Which suggests that their task being at home these 
young people should stay at home where their work 
takes. them. 

Another aphorism of the convention was, “In our 
approach to the religions of other lands we should 
always appreciate the flowers before condemning the 
weeds.” It was with this sentiment in mind no doubt 
that Miss Welch remarked in her Detroit address, 
“When you go to make Christ known to the Chinese 
you will find him already there, for the Chinese will 
also make him known to you.” Another wees why 
Volunteers should stay at home!

Another speaker on the Detroit viatforni” is re-" 


ported as saying, “I do not care a brass button whether 
we ever induce men in other lands to call themselves 


Christian so long as they enter into the larger life 
of friendship.’ Dr. Turnbull, who was on the spot 
and who has reported this convention for the Chris- 
tian and Missionary Alliance, says: ‘The eternal 
salvation of individuals was almost derided, — at best 
the eternal world was ignored. The aim seemed to be 
to set up a world-order in which the races would cease 
their jealousies and industry would be carried forward 
with perfect justice. One would get the impression 
that the millennium could be established without the 
transformation of the individual.” Ali of which con- 
stitutes further reason why these young people should 
not be sent abroad. 

This competent reporter sums up the point of view 
of the Detroit student convention thus: 


1. It is a revolt against our Lord’s claims to be the 
only Saviour of mankind. 

2. It is a revolt against our Lord’s teaching con- 
cerning the necessity of the new birth. 


3. It is a revolt against the Word of God as final 
authority for both message and methods. 

4. It is a revolt against Christ’s command to preach 
the Gospel to every creature. 

5. It is a revolt against Christ’s promise to return, 
as the world’s hope. 


“The only thing left for the Student Volunteer 
Movement is to disband,” continues Dr. Turnbull. “If

people of Detroit with their eighteenth century Wel- 
tanschauung which they actually believe modern! One 
of the cheering: reports was from. an assembly of 
Chinese Christians om one of the holy mountains of 
China. “We care not for all kinds of social work,” 
they said. .“We wish to learn to believe aright and 
to pray aright. We wish to return to the simplicity 
of the early church. In the Word of God lies the 
power of missions.” Professor Heim of. Tuebingen, 
one of the greatest figures in present-day German 
thought, gave his message from Acts 17:30, 31, “The 
time of this ignorance [for Athenian enlightenment 
was to Him ignorance]. God winked at; but now com- 
mandeth all men every where to repent: Because he 
hath appointed a day, in the which he will judge the 
world in righteousness by that man whom he hath 
ordained.” 

What a text for a Tuebingen professor of the twen- 
tieth century in the face of Athenian mockery, whether 
the mockery of his own day or its pinchbeck imitation 
in today’s conventions. Professor Heim insisted that 
there is but one real world problem, namely — Is there 
for men, burdened with the debt of godlessness,.a-ree- 
onciliation, or is the situation hopeless? In other 
words the end. of missions is primarily individualistic 
and personal, the redemption of individual men. 


Professor Heim and His Theology.—A biographical 
sketch in The Expository Times speaks of Heim as 
the Christian thinker to whom multitudes of all grades 
and opinions look for guidance. As a. preacher in 
the Stiftskirche in Tuebingen he is beloved of the 
common folk who crowd the church to its doors. This 
is «an assurance of. orthodoxy, for common people 
never run after rationalists for any length of time. As 
professor in the theological faculty he lectures daily to 
some three hundred students and is the founder of 


the Tuebingen circle of the Student Christian Move- 
ment. In general he is looked upon by the youth as 
teacher and guide. 

“The recurring note in-all Heim’s theology is the 
utter helplessness of man. This is sounded again in 
his doctrine of the world. The world lieth in evil. 
To stand in the presence of God is to’ know that the 
whole creation is unclean before him. There is a con- 
nection — sin and the ground-form of the world — be- 
tween the rupture of our fellowship with God and the 
fact that God remains uncertain and invisible for us.” 
Spengler insists that Heim is, of all the philosophers 
and theologians who have controverted him, the one 
who best understands his writings. Now Spengler has 
said that the central thought of the tragic drama of 
all ages is the irrevocability of time, the impossibility 
of taking guilt incurred and making it as if it had never 
been. But Christ claims ‘this power to liberate men. 
The core of the meaning of Christ’s life and death, 
says Heim, is the claim of the Lord Jesus to forgive 
sins. All titles that. we give Him express this power 
to forgive. In the New Testament we find that which 
shatters philosophy, a man who has now passed from 
the world and yet is not onl present in the world but 
is master of the world’s fate.‘ Heim ‘tells us that 
logic must bow to reality, for ‘the Lord Jesus has made 
essential a metanoia (a change of mind and. attitude) 
of the intellect. His is.a Christocentric theology of 
the forgiveness of sins! - And he lectures to three hun- 
dren Tuebingen, students daily, surely a hopeful sign 
even’ for. America in its theological’ reaction to eight- 
eenth century enlightenment. 


Other Voices for ‘Evangelical Theology.—One 
cares little -what theologians say unless it 
coincides with the clear. teaching of the Word of God, 
but one cannot but be gratified when influential and 
leading teachers come to convictions along evangelical 
lines. Schweitzer shocked the liberal theologians a 
decade ago by showing them the central place that the 
Second Advent took in Christ’s teaching. Miss Roy- 
den reports a recent: conversation with him in which 
he affirms that “those then horrified with his view 
that Christ looked for a speedy end of the age are 
now themselves expecting it. ... Belief in the bodily 
return of the Lord is now held by some of the most 
serious and truly religious people and no longer con- 
fined to the unlearned.” The reference, of course, is 
to the proponents of the theology of crisis (that’ is, 
of judgment), now the dominant theology of Ger- 
many. The leader of this school, Professor Barth of 
Goettingen, has said ‘recently, “Better a fanatic with 
too many illusions than a bourgeois who expects noth- 
ing.” 

The editor of the Allegemeine Evangelische Kirchen 
Zeitung, Dr. W. Laible, after describing the various 
indications of the fullness of time— wars, natural 
catastrophes, the. world-wide witness to the Gospel — 
adds to these “the sudden awakening of the eschato- 
logical question in theology and in the church. -For 
centuries this. subject has been .in abeyance. Only a 
few pietists and humble sectarians took any interest 
in it. The church, indeed, has preserved the memory 
of ‘last things’ in her Sunday texts. The last Sundays 
in the church-year calendar belong to the end of the 
world and the judgment. But the subject -was not a 
part of the church’s. consciousness. Entirely other 
questions absorbed theology. Today the question stands 
in the center of interest. Whatever the variety of ,in- 
terpretations, he. who looks at things from the point 
of view of the eternal can hear at this point the call 
of Christ — ‘Watch!. Behold, I come quickly!’ Christ 
wishes to awaken his Church that it may meet him 
with loins girt and lamps burning.. He wishes to re- 
mind it that its home is not this world. And the nearer 
the time the more .inexorable the. command to redeem 
the time. All the apostles preached of the fast times. 
The Church. is. again writing ‘last times’ in her heart. 
Maranatha! Even so, come, .Lord Jesus.” 


Gandhi on Hinduism.—In the Bulletin of the Stu- 
dent’ Movement for Jarluary a Hindu educated at 
Ewing College writes, “Our aim should be to build’ up 
in co-operation with the religions of India the highest 
human values.and establish the new social order — the 
Kingdom of God... Religions..are different creeds con- 
verging to the same goal. What does it matter that 
we take different roads so'long as we reach the same 
goal? Hindus and Christians must. join hands in this 
noble work of bringing. about.a greater Hinduism by 
a process of Christianizing Hinduism.” Again the 
authentic note of eighteenth century deism. 

I suppose that Mr. Gandhi is the best that India 
can offer for this ideal. Now Mr. Gandhi has recently 
written to an American correspondence which might 
well be pasted in the inside cover of all copies of 
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Lesson for May 27 
Mark 12: 1-12; 13 : 1-37 


“Mother India.” In this letter he tells us why he is a 
Hindu. He has found Hinduism “the most tolerant 
of all religions.” Certainly no religion is more tol- 
erant of intolerable abuses and indecencies! It is 
“free from dogma.” Hoop-la! “It gives its votaries 
the largest scope for self-expression,” which indeed is 
its iniquity. The “selves” that express themselves 
need restraint by the police power of the state from 
their perverse and cruel self-expressions. “Its wor- 
ship of the cow is, in my opinion, its unique contribu- 
tion to the evolution of humanitarianism. It is a prac- 
tical application of the belief in the sacredness of all 
life.” _Here speaks the unadulterated Gandhi, the cow- 
worshiper. 

Yet from the platform of the Detroit Convention 
came this solemn nonsense. “In this time God has 
already sent us Mahatma Gandhi, the greatest com- 
bination of spirituality, intellect, and soul-force since 
the coming of the Son of man himself, and it is writ- 
ten in the New Testament that in the fullness of time 
once God sent his Son. The fullness of time is coming 
again” (i. e., apparently in the ministry of Gandhi!) 

The speaker was President Mordecai Johnson of 
Howard University, whose training was in the Uni- 
tarian theological school at Harvard. 


Professor Machen’s pamphlet, “The Attack on 
Princeton Seminary,’’ ought to awaken all Christians 
as well as Presbyterians, who are especially concerned. 
Under the plea of making this seminary more in- 
clusive the real plan is to exclude those “who have 
determined to warn the Church of her dangers and 
to contend earnestly for the faith. No one who has 
observed with the slightest care the policy of President 
Stevenson can think that if that policy prevails any 
man who is consistently evangelical will have the 
slightest chance of being elected to a chair in Prince- 
ton Seminary.” This is done with a professed ad- 
herence to the historic position of Princeton Seminary 


_and with an actual disregard of it that makes one 


blush for the leaders. No attempt is made to broaden 
by a policy of inclusion those seminaries that have 
gone over to a more or less pronounced unbelief in 
evangelical truth. Professors Machen and Allis: are 
not offered chairs in Auburn to bring about a fair 
balance in that institution. No, the plan is ruthlessly 
to get control and to alter the confessional basis of 
the last great seminary that stands true to Christ’s 
Gospel. The evangelical loyalists are to be driven 
out and the League of Evangelical Students is to 
be suppressed. 

And this is being done at a time of unexampled pros- 
perity at Princeton. “As other avenues of evangelical 
learning have one by one been closed earnest seekers 
after truth have turned to Princeton in their need,” 
writes Dr. Machen. “We have had in recent years 
a magnificent body of students from all over the world, 
—from New Zealand, from South Africa, from Prot- 
estant districts on the continent of Europe, from Scot- 
land, from the North of Ireland, from the Far East. 
The great Methodist Church has sent us many splen- 
did men; the Protestant Episcopal Church, the Luth- 
erans, the Baptists, have all been notably represented. 
Members of the various Reformed bodies throughout 
the world have looked to us for training in the faith 
that they hold in common. Never has the prestige of 
our ancient institution been quite so wide as it is 
today. It is almost pathetic to observe the eagerness 
with which Princeton is looked to by men all over the 
world, who, in the face of the prevailing Modernist 
.tyranny, love the Bible as the Word of God and cher- 
ish the full Gospel of the Lord Jesus Christ.” 


The Danger to Evangelical Scholarship.—One 
point mentioned by Professor Machen should not be 
overlooked. This relates to the libraries. Of the 
Princeton library he says, “It is a magnificent instru- 
ment of research which has been built up by the lov- 
ing care of generations of evangelical scholars. With- 
out such an instrument it is almost impossible to 
engage in any intelligent way in the defense and ex- 
position of the faith. “And such a library could hardly 
be replaced at all today even by the expenditure of 
many millions of dollars.” Other great libraries have 
been “captured,” which is but a euphemism for 
“stolen,” from the evangelical church, that of Andover 
Seminary notably. That Professor Machen’s fears 
are justified the writer’s personal experience with the 
Librarian of the Andover library and with the late 
-President of Newton in the library of that institution 
makes clear to him at least. Those who defend the 
evangelical faith and explain the plots against it have 
no welcome in the old libraries of evangelicism. Being 
“captured” they are in enemy hands and the capturers 
make this clear enough when an: evangelical ventures 
into them. 


_ The Testimony of a Convert.—The Catholic party 
in American Episcopalianism has recently held its 
annual congress. Bishop Campbell Gray after declar- 
ing that “the most powerful thing we.can do for the 
dead is to offer the Holy Sacrifice at the altar,” added,

They will then understand the greatness of the fas- 
cination which extemporized prayer exercises upon 
Catholics, that is, prayer really springing from the 
heart, poignant and sincere, in the silence of our bare 
churches. 

“Extempore prayer! One must have lived in Cath- 
olicism, have practiced the litanies and vain repetitions, 
to appreciate the moving beauty of such prayer. Here 
is the keystone of worship in spirit and in truth. By 
it the assembly of brethren, the Church in the spiritual 
and only true sense of the word, approaches the Father. 
One seems to hear the heart of Jesus himself beating. 
_ “As to our hymns, they are admirable. For a long 
time it was impossible for me to sing them, for they 
moved me so that my voice broke and my eyes filled 
with tears. 

“Jesus told us that a tree is known by its fruits. 
What magnificent fruits has the tree of the Reforma- 
tion borne. The intense convictions, the strong per- 
sonalities that the Reformation has produced, its in- 
numerable missionaries full of fire, of enthusiasm, of

The National Church of Croatia.—The Jugoslavic 
novelist, Ante Dukik, is the author of a fresh and en- 
tertaining book entitled, “The Diary of an Ass,” in 
which he describes the general cultural and religious 


condition of his land. He pictures, with much irony 


and .wise philosophy, the two powers, the priest and 
the mayor, controlling the Croatian villages, and finally 
describes the coming of a new priest with a more 
Christian point of view, whose long efforts for the 
reformation of village church life are crowned by 
the presentation to his cheering parishioners of the 
charming wife he has taken in defiance of canon law. 

The Reformation is entering into the consciousness 
of this most hopeless of pre-war peoples, the Croats. 
In 1919 nearly a hundred priests united to form the 
national Jugoslav church with a patriarch at its head. 
They did not propose to detach themselves altogether 
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from the Church of Rome, but, while recognizing her 
sovereignty more or less formally, they thought tc 
secure for themselves a large measure of independence. 
All church services were to be in the Croat tongue, 
Latin being wholly discarded. Ecclesiastical titles 
were to be abandoned; also compulsory tithes to the 
priest. Efforts were made to equalize conditions by 
doing away with the wealth of the higher clergy sand 
by relieving the poverty of the country priests. Celi- 
bacy of clergy was no longer required. In February, 
1920, the reformed Croat priests laid their program 
before Archbishop Bauer of Zagabria, asking him to 
present it to the Pope. The only answer was ex- 
communication. But the undiscouraged reformers have 
held on, instituting services in homes and halls where 
churches have been denied them. In 1923 the new 
national church of Croatia numbered four thousand 
adherents in Zagabria alone. In 1924 this church 
related itself to the Old Catholic (4%. e., reformed 
Catholic) churches of the European continent and 
Monsignor Marco Kalogjera, canon of Spalato, was 
recognized by the Jugoslavy government as the first 
Bishop of the Croat National Church. 


Prayers for the Dead.—The English ritualists are 
discussing bringing back prayers for the dead. 
They forget the good old days before the 
Reformation when prayers for the dead were com- 
mon enough but Christian prayer was little known. 
Thus in Gloucestershire, in the last of the fifteenth 
century, of three hundred clergy more than a third 
did not know the Ten Commandments, and some forty 
could not repeat the Lord’s Prayer or tell how it 
originated. If such was the religious state of the 
clergy one can imagine that of the laity. 

English Catholicism before the Reformation was of 
a type differing little, in all probability, from that 
of Bolivian Catholicism today. A recent issue of a 
Bolivian clerical organ prints a letter from the Virgin, 
introduced with the words: “The following letter, as 
if it had fallen from Heaven, has come to us for 
publication. It describes how ‘the Franciscan fathers 
are to build a new. church in which you and many 
others can worship my divine son. They [i. -., the 
Franciscans] do not need it but I need it, and you 
need it, so that you may more easily obtain the favors 
which I shall be pleased there to shed forth abundantly. 
I shall recompense generously your help, in life and 
death and eternity.’ ” 

The suggestion is then made that “these alms. be 
dedicated to the aid of the souls of departed relatives, 
so that they may more quickly get to heaven,” and 
the document is signed “The Virgin of Help.” Then 
follows the old swindle which Latimer used to brand 
with his irony. “The departed souls of the dead cry 
unto thee. From the horrible pains of purgatory there 
are souls that cry unto thee and they have a right that 
you should listen. It may be the soul of thy father 
or thy mother or thy husband or son. Wilt thou turn 
a deaf ‘ear to those heart-breaking cries of pain?” 

It’s the “purgatory pick-purse” of pre-Reformation 
England. And notice that these Franciscans are the 
corporate heirs of Francis of Assisi, concerning whom 
Protestant papers have of late been so full. 


Akureyri, the home town of Mr. Arthur Gook, 
leader of the Friends’ Mission in Iceland, had a visit 
in February from the President of the Iceland Branch 
of the Theosophical Society. The visitor was a rene- 
gade Lutheran “priest,” a great orator who has gath- 
ered great crowds wherever he has been, preaching 
the false Christ, Krishnamurti, in whom Theosophists 
see a reincarnation of Christ. Mr. Gook advertised 
a public meeting to oppose this error and many were 
turned away for want of room. Then at the sugges- 
tion of the Theosophists a debate. was arranged. in 
the Town Hall. Much prayer was made by the Lord’s 
people both in Akureyri and Reykjavik for the news 
spread rapidly. Public interest was so aroused that 
on the evening of the meeting the Town Hall was 
stormed by the eager crowd and the police had great 
difficulty in preventing dangerous overcrowding. Mr. 
Gook writes, 

“I spent much time in careful preparation and prayer 
and was thus enabled to anticipate my opponent’s 
every argument with one or two exceptions to which, 
however, obvious and conclusive replies were at once 
brought to my mind from the Word of God. The 
Theosophist had but .a hazy idea of the Scriptures 
and the public present seemed convinced that the 
Christian position is right.” The following Lord’s 
Days Mr. Gook gave five addresses on “The Saviour 
of Man” to a packed town hall. “On the whole this 
attack.on the faith seems.to have created an interest 
in the things of God that we have seldom seen here 
before, more Bibles being sold, as well as many books 
on the Second Coming*cf. our Lord.” 

The. sequel followed a few months later. The Vice- 
President of the Theosophical Society, a highly edu- 
cated Hindu, Mrs. Besant’s second in command, was 
sent to Akureyri to retrieve the situation. His visit 
was widely advertised and he appeared in flowing 
Oriental robes at the Town Hall. “Only about one 
hundred and forty people attended, not enough to pay 
expenses, and our Hindu friend discreetly departed by 
the next steamer.”

Teaching the Bible to children in 
summer — without handwork 


Bible School 
By A. L. Lathem 














All Bible School because handcraft is not used, 

has for its purpose to give a comprehensive 
course of Bible instruction, making the Lord Jesus 
Christ the central thought, through a period of fifteen 
years. Of these, one is devoted to kindergarten work, 
twelve to regular grades, and two to post- -graduate 
work. The methods of instruction are those of the 
public school, and Christian public school teachers con- 
stitute the faculty. 

The course of study has been carefully planned, 
matters taken up from year to year being suited to 
the age of the pupils. It is systematic and progressive. 
It makes clear the plan of salvation, the duties and 
obligations of the Christian life. The course has 
three main divisions. 

First, there is the Memory Work, clustering about 
the handbook called “The Way of Life.” Its name in- 
dicates its purpose. It assembles from tie Scriptures 
those things that one needs to know in order to be- 
come acquainted with the Lord Jesus Christ as the 
Saviour and to live an intelligent and practical Chris- 
tian life. John 3:16 is the starting point, or at least 
the life-giving principle of the book. The thirty-two 
memory chapters scattered through the entire course 
of study reinforce “The Way of Life.” 

Second, there is the Course of History and Fact, 
taken up first by small booklets of question and an- 
swer, and later on through the study of Blaikie’s 
“Bible History.” 

In the third place there is the geography, or the 
study of Bible Lands. 

The most satisfactory results have followed this 
course of study. In the first place it has proved 
most interesting to pupils of all ages. They are much 
more fond of the Bible School than they are of the 
public school. Hundreds of them are anxious for the 
term to begin, and reluctant to see it close. The 
growth and development of the school in the Third 
Presbyterian Church of Chester, Pa., where it now has 
a history of sixteen years, is itself sufficient proof of 
its popularity with childhood, youth, and adults. Its 
first year enrollment was 193, attendance averaging 
163. Its sixteenth year enrollment’ was 627, and its 
average attendance 598 2-3; and besides this, within 
the Chester area it has developed 14 other schools, 
enrolling about 1,500 pupils. In practically every vil- 
lage, town, or city where it has been tried, it has. met 
with the same kindly reception. 

The creed of the Summer Bible School is the Bible. 
Therefore, it ts void of all sectarianism and is well 
received by representatives of all denominations who 
know anything about it. This type of school has long 
since ceased to be a theory and has become a widely 
accepted fact. During the past summer there were 
such schools in the forty-eight States, in our own 
national capital, in most of the Provinces of Canada, 
hundreds of them in far away Korea, and we were 
not unrepresented in South America, in farther India, 
and in the islands of the South Seas. 

One story comes from all fields and all lands, and 
that is that God accepts and blesses the efforts of 
those who seriously teach his Word. Scores and hun-

In preparation for a Summer Bible School, of course 
all Christians know that they should pray much, and 
also, at the risk of much repetition, both in preaching 
and in private conversation, the absolute need of Bible 
knowledge should be presented. Nobody ever does 
better than he knows. The ignorance of the Bible in 


this generation is very great and extends to all classes.. 


There has probably never been a time when there was 
a greater need of Bible knowledge. One problem of 
the Church is to put the truth of God into the minds 
of the young. It is the only way to avert disaster. 
It should be done as quickly as possible. Surely in this 
matter the King’s business requires haste. ccord- 
ing to their view of it the Roman Catholic Church 
gives ten times as much effort as we do to teaching 
the children, and the Jews give a great deal more. 

Further, in preparation for a Summer Bible School, 
the fact that it is non-sectarian should be emphasized ; 
also that it is not the purpose of any church to prose- 
lyte from any other church. The Bible as an inter- 
denominational bond is powerful and effective. 

Several weeks before school begins the neighbor- 
hood should be carefully canvassed and three or four 
days before school opens every one who has seemed 
interested should be notified by letter that preparation 
has been made for them, that teachers have been se- 
cured, and that books are ready. The securing of 
teachers is one of the most. vital matters in the con- 
duct of a Summer Bible School. They should be defi- 
nit !y.engaged early and should be paid a small salary. 
Any church will find it a great advantage to see to it 
that the teachers receive remuneration.

Dear Boy o’ MINE: 

So many simple matters of everyday life have 
within the last few years become a science. Take 
eating, for instance. The man from whom I buy my 
garden seeds says it is almost unbelievable what a de- 
mand there has come to be for carrot seed; and as 
for spinach, the eating of spinach has become a solemn 
duty. Then there is the science of salesmanship. One 
can see its cardinal principles sticking out everywhere 
nowadays, like the ribs of an over-Worked draft horse. 
Doubtless it is an advance on the, days when you had 
to follow up the young salesladies in the dime store and 
plead with them to drop their air of bored indifference 
long enough to take your money and wrap your parcel, 
or that season when most of the clerks in ——’s per- 
sisted in calling you “dearie.” Now they all approach 
one sg professionally that I feel on entering | a depart- 
ment as if I were about to be operated on. It is no won- 
der that in a school where so many of the boys must 
earn as they go a goodly number have caught the 
infection. I was amused by your account of how E— 
got so enthusiastic over his business ventures that his 
father had to curb his efforts and remind him that 
his main business just now is to acquire an education, 
not to become a captain of industry. The last time 
I visited the college, he greeted me so cordially that 
I feit like an old friend; but with the next breath he 
was urging me to have my picture taken at S. 

You don’t seem to have been very seriously. bitten, 
as yet, by the commercial impulse, a fact that makes 

ne believe you’re mostly farmer at heart. So many 
of us farmers seem to have as little of the commercial 
instinct..as artists or scholars.. Perhaps that is one 
reason we are still meekly accepting the prices 
that others fix for us long after the bricklayer has. 
learned to dictate terms. Iam sorry that the demands 
of an industrial age are compelling us to learn the 
tricks of the trade. It would be so much more beau- 
tiful to go on making a fine art of tilling the ground 
and raising fine stock.. But I am glad, on the whole, 
that your Saturday job of selling shoes is teaching 
you the main principles of salesmanship, for you will 
need them in every relation in life. Every one of us 
who has any serious convictions has something to sell. 
Your friend: K— will, I am sure, be much happier 
supplying his first little church than he was at selling

for the things he learned at those salesmen pep meet- 
ings. 

I am sure you agree with me that as Christians 
worthy of the name, the Father’s business, which was 
already occupying the sweetly serious Child Christ 
whom we meet in the Temple among the learned doc- 
tors —that this same Father’s business must ever be 
our chief concern, Any other job that a sordid busi- 
ness world imposes upon us is somewhat like serving 
an apprenticeship while we are waiting fer that 
larger, fuller life where we shall enter into full and 


‘for trespassing on another’s private preserve. 
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blessed partnership with the Father who “worketh 
hitherto.” Let me hasten to say that I use the word 
sordid, of the unregenerate world about us, not of the 
work we do, for no legitimate, vital job in this world, 
whether of scrubbing office floors, or managing a rail- 
road will be sordid provided it is done “heartily, as 
unto the Lord, and not unto men.” But always we must 
bear in m.ad a thing that is a little hard for youth 
to grasp, that we are strangers and pilgrims and that 
our King’s business must always be first. And any 
principle that is sound and wholesome in the world of 
business will prove equally so in the kingdom work. 

I am afraid that I hardly know enough of the 
technical patter of the science of salesmanship to point 
my moral. You know it and can apply it much better 
than I. One cardinal point I do remember. Anyone 
will say that before you can “sell” anyone else you 
must be sure you have sold yourself. It is foolish, 
even crooked, to set out to sell to another a thing the 
value of which does not seriously appeal to oneself. 
But once thoroughly convinced that your line is in- 
dispensable it ought to be easy to enter enthusiastically 
upon a campaign for convincing the public of the fact. 
To the question of what we really think of our Lord 
and his salvation we would give instant, unhesitating 
response. But, honestly, I wonder! If we believe 
absolutely all that we claim, how can we go on living 
as we do from day to day? Isabelle Crawford, mis 
sionary to the Kiowas, is a rather unique personality. 
She says, “This burden for souls never troubles me 
much. When I see some one who hasn’t Christ, I go 
and offer Him to them the best I know how and throw. 
the burden of accepting Him on them.” I wish we 
all had her fearlessness. Don’t be offended with me, 
Lad, when I say that I would give a great deal to 
see you as eager to win your schoolmates for your 
Lord as you are to place in the — Relays next week. 
Yet if you sincerely believe that they are eternally 
lost without him, how can you be. otherwise? 

There’s one other fragmentary term of salesmanship 
that sticks in my memory. I’ve always had a fondness 
fer technical language. My father’s people, as you 
know, were sea-fai:ng folk. I used as a child to yearn 
to master all the sea terms that my father and his 
brother could use so glibly. Vain ambition, out here 
on these land-locked prairies! So when you and L— 
spoke the other day about selling goods that were 
“p.m.,” I pricked up my ears. I heard you say that 
there was one pair of shoes the sale of which would net 
you a whole dollar and you were determined that that 
pair of shoes must go. .Now, if some day you find a 
customer whose tastes and feet are both so peculiar 
that she can be unregretfully happy in those shoes, I 
hope you may realize your ambition. But wouldn’t it 
be silly to waste $5 worth of time to earn a $x commis- 
sion by seeking out a gullible victim and palming off 
on her a misfit? I’m afraid that a lot of people are 
busy at just that sort of thing, trying to convince a 
needy world that something that ranks “p.m.” is a 
bargain. Let’s not be guilty. 

I suppose what holds us back from real, aggressive 
soul-winning is just our natural diffidence, our ~— 

ut 
really successful salesmanship has many methods. As 
soon as I become aware of the machinery of salesman- 
ship, I am instinctively on the defensive, but a clerk 
who is simply and courteously direct wins me by his 
very artlessness. When I picked up the morning paper 
recently and saw, under the picture of a young cloth- 
ing salesman, the account of his tragic. death in an 
apartment house fire, I experienced a severe shock, as 
if I had lost a personal friend. I remembered ‘the 
first time I met him. It was in a certain clothing store 
in. the city where some incomprehensible instinct of 
the proprietor had impelled him to-post in a hundred 
conspicuous places a placard with the one word Smile. 
That slogan made me feel uncanny. It seemed to mé 
every salesman had the fixed, sinister grin of a Chesh- 
ire cat until this youth came up to me. He was very 
young with a fresh, pleasant, country courtesy of man- 
ner that instantly made me forget those horrid signs. 
I like to be waited on by human beings, not by efficient 
machines. Always after that I asked for him when- 
ever I went in there. 

Be your own best self at all times; but be so with 
the distinct, aggressive purpose of making. it serve 
your Master’s uses.

American Headquarters of the

N The Sunday School Times of March 10 appeared 

an article by Pastor W. Mallis describing the One by 
One Band. It is a world-wide organization founded 
in 1888 by the late Thomas Hogben of London, and 
designed to unite Christians in individual soul-winning. 

Pastor Mallis gave the address of the General Sec- 
rétary: Lieutenant Commander J. O. Elliot, 6 Glou- 
cester Terrace, King’s Road, Portsmouth, England:

Verse by Verse 


Mark 12 :1.—In parables. The Lord Jesus refused 
to allow the right of the rulers to investigate his 
commission. And he exposed the hollowness of the 
claims to do so. He declined to tell them by what 
authority he acted (11:33). But what he would 
not reply to an unrighteous cross examination he 
forthwith proceeded to explain in parables. The 
keenness of the malice of his foes would enable them 
fully to comprehend his meaning, while they could 
not impeach a simple story. And willing and obedient 
hearts might find, as always, that the parable was 
the vehicle to convey to them the knowledge of the 
mysteries. of the kingdom of God. In our Lord’s 
use of it, the -parabolic form of teaching always 


- had a. twofold purpose, On the one hand, it was 


adopted in judgment on: those who would not learn 
through .direct statement (cf. Matt. 13:11, 12). On 
the other hand, it was an easy method by which 
thoughtful and teachable hearts might receive instruc- 
tion. The use of the plural, parables, indicates that 
Mark had other parables in mind, though he relates 
but one. Matthew gives three, all with reference 
to the same subject (cf. Matt. 21). 

Vineyard. God had “brought a vine out of Egypt... 
and planted it” (Psa. 80:8). Isaiah had carried the 
imagery farther and spoke of the Well Beloved to 
whom it belonged and his care for the vine (Isa. 5). 
It was a well known and easily recognized type that 
the Lord Jesus used, For the details of the prepara- 
tion of the vineyard given here compare Isaiah’s pic- 
The tower was for the use of the watchmen 
who guarded the vineyard. 

The winepress consisted essentially of two parts: 
(1) the press or trough into which the grapes were 
thrown, there to be trodden by the feet of several 
persons with singing and rejoicing (Judg. 9:27; Isa. 
16:10; Jer. 25:30) and (2) a smaller trough into 
which the squeezed-out juice flowed through a hole or 
spout (Neh. 13:15; Isa. 63:2). This smaller trough 
was often hollowed out of the earth or rock and 
lined with masonry. The winepress answers to the 
whole system of Temple worship by which all the 
results of his careful cultivation of his people ought 
to have become apparent to God. The hedge answers 
to ihe gy og Rages of Palestine which is 
separated from. of! countries by deserts and sea. 
The watch-tower’answers to the Word of God which 
should have guarded the vineyard from intrusion of 
false teaching or practice.

ing (cf. Mark 4:26-29). The period in which we 
live is a similar’one, It was inaugurated by miracle 
and it will be.closed by miracle. But the great middle 
portion is a time of quiescence. Unbelievers desire 
a sign (1 Cor. 1:22), and many impatient Chris- 
tians also long for portents to attest their Master’s 
presence. Thus they recognize the gift of tongues in 
often hysterical clamor, and stake the good faith of 
Christ upon so-called “faith healing,” and such like 
phenomena. But in this interval portents are an 
anachronism. : 


Verse 2—A servant. This suggests that the 
prophetic messengers thus alluded to were frequently 
the social inferiors of the priestly husbandmen. This 
was not, however, always the case. Both Jeremiah 
and Ezekiel were priests. But that fact did not make 
them or their message any more acceptable to their 
fellow priests. The hierarchy as a whole seem to 
prophetic 
message and call all through Jewish history. 

Verse 5.—Beating some, and killing some. Com- 
pare 1 Kings 18:13; 19:2; 22:24; 2 Kings 6: 31. 
Here was the damaging answer to their question, 
“Have any of the rulers or of the Pharisees. believed 
on him?” (John 7:48.) History was the witness to 
the fact that the attitude these men adopted toward

Verse 6—A beloved son. Note the difference 
between this description of the Son and that of the 
prophets in the preceding verses. By these two 
or three words the Lord Jesus puts his own position 
in relation to the Father in‘a solemn and unmistak- 
able light. He does not inherit as the worthiest and 
most obedient of servants, but by right of birth. And 
the father in the act of sending him expects even 
these blood-stained murderers to reverence his Son. 


Verse 7.—This is the heir, The Lord Jesus seems 
to imply that in their heart of hearts even his priestly 
opponents knew him to be more than human. For 
indications of this think of the massacre of the 
innocents because Herod really feared that the King 
was born. Think also that in the.very day of their

in John 11:47 to 54, where the motive is openly 
expressed that if they let him alone they will lose both 
their place and nation. Observe, too, the tremendous 
implication. of these words on our Lord's lips. It 
is the assertion that they recognize, and he endorses 
their recognition that he is the “heir of all things” 
(Heb. 1:2). That quiet figure standing there and 
calmly confronting his murderers asserts that all 
things are by him and. for him, and by him all things 
consist (Col. 1:16, 17). 

Come, let us kilt him. It seemed the wildest mad- 
ness. “Yet the same blind miscalculation is in every 
attempt to obtain either profit or pleasure by means 
that are known to transgress God’s laws. It is done 
every day under the pressure of strong temptation by 
men who yet know that nothing but misery can result 
from their action. So true is it that action is decided, 
not by logic, but by the temperament and bias of our 
nature as a whole” (Bishop Chadwick). 

Verse 8—Out of the vineyard. “Shall deliver him 
to the Gentiles” (Mark 10: 33). 

Verse 9.—He will come and destroy. Evil acts are 
often based upon a wrong estimation of the tolerance 
of God. Men think that he is ‘too good-natured to 
punish sin. That is one of the many reasons for 


‘the widespread aversion to the doctrine of the atone- 


ment. For if the death of Christ were really an 
atonement for sin it means that God judged such an 
atonement to be necessary. 

Verse 10—Have ye not read? A question in re- 
sponse to the horrified exclamation that burst forth 
from several of his hearers (Luke 20:16), which 
Mark does not record. The Scripture to which Christ 
referred them is from Psalm 118, which was one of 
the Psalms every Jew recognized as Messianic. The 
quotation is of special significance here, for it shows 
very clearly that while the Lord Jesus knew perfectly 
well that he was about to die, yet he also knew that 
his ultimate triumph was assured.

Tue PrincrpLe or ILLUSTRATION.—AbDstract or 
spiritual truth may be made clear by concrete 
illustration. 











HE vividness of an illustration will at times im- 

press a truth upon the mind better than anything 
else. It was so in the case of Nathan’s parable, it 
was so in our Lord’s parable in the lesson. Unfor- 
tunately the effect here was not so salutary as in the 
case of David, but the fact that the lesson pierced 
home is indicated in the words, “They perceived that 
he spake the parable against them.” To have said 
directly to the elders that they were unfaithful stew- 
ards of God’s treasure would have stirred their anger, 
as did the parable; but when they themselves, fol- 
lowing step by step through the applications of the 
parable, arrived at the conclusion that it was pointing 
the finger of condemnation at themselves — this 
reached to the depths. That they, the acknowledged 
religious leaders of their people, should be branded as 
murderers of the messengers of God himself could not 
but stir to murderous hate hearts that were unre- 
pentant. That where there was so much of profession 
there should have been so little of heart piety, and 
so little inclination to heed so solemn a warning, is 
indeed a marvel. Branded with their fathers as un- 
faithful, and threatened with the loss of the goodly 
heritage that was theirs because of this unfaithfulness, 
they plunged unheedingly on to quench the Light that 
warned thei. of doom, and thus fulfilled the tragic 
prophecy of the parable they resented. 

Incidentally, there is in the parable a clear indica- 
tion that our Lord was under no delusion as to the 
tragic goal that lay before him, nor under any un- 
certainty as to his own relation to the Father. He 
was the “beloved son” as distinguished from his not- 
able predecessors who counted themselves honored al- 
ways to be the “servants” of God.

Dr. Conwell. A whole city turned out to do 
him honor at his funeral. He was called “the 
penniless millionaire.” His will showed his es- 
tate to be about fourteen thousand dollars. He got 
a salary of twelve thousand dollars a year. He made 
a million and more with his lectures. He lived and 
died “a poor preacher.” He gave pretty much all he 
got away. The “poor cid preacher” which the world- 
ling rejects becomes one of Philadelphia’s biggest and 
best beloved citizens. There you can see a great 
church, a great poor man’s college, a great hospital, 
—all three for his tombstone, and the corner of which 
he was the head. (See 2 Cor. 6:1.) 


Ammunition.—They perceive that he spake the 
parable against them (v. 12). When Jesus was oppos- 
ing the Devil he hit him with a text. When he was 
opposing the Jewish rulers he hit them with a meta- 
phor or a good little story. Such you may remember 
were the favorite sling shots of the great Lincoln. 
Thrice armed is he who has a supply of good stories 
that have a fit to them. A good-fitting story has a 
barb to it that makes it stick. That teacher is for- 
tunate who can invent one or pick one up that will 
really illustrate a point in the lesson. I just love to 
hang a truth on a good story. That is why, years 
ago, I suggested the popular “Round-Table” to the 
Editor, There have been some splendid little stories 
printed in that column. I have preserved them all 
against that day when they may be legal tender here 
in this Corner because of their antiquity: The most.dra- 
matic literature in all the world is the story of Christ 
in the Gospels. Here in the opposition of the Big 
Ones is a fine example.

More Dangerous Than We Knew.—Jehovah know- 
eth the way of the righteous (Golden Text).

Many missionaries 
know. how it feels to be received as 
though they were in the land just to do 
harm, instead of to bring blessing and 
life and light to those who do not know 
Christ. Have you thought seriously about 
what it means for any of us here to re- 
ject Christ himself?

HIS lesson is another to arouse your 

girls’ intellectual admiration oi Jesus, 
by revealing his. keen use of his own 
Scriptures, and his fearlessness in frank 
and direct dealing with his powerful en- 
emies. It must be connected with the 
preceding paragraphs in chapter Il, 
where the whole subject of Jesus meeting 
his official critics begins. Note that they 
opened the whole controversy of that 
day’s questionings in the Temple with 
their question as to his authority. He 
refused to tell them, in so many words, 
but immediately followed his own return 
question to them with this old parable, 
borrowed, or rather completed, from the 
prophecy of Isaiah. Read this passage 
(Isa. 5: 1-7) aloud, in your class, after 
suggesting the occasion of its use by 
Jesus. Then surely your girls will find 
for themselves at least these three things 
in it: 

1. That Jesus knew his own Scriptures 
(our Old Testament), not only in word, 
but read in them their deepest signifi- 


Let’s see how far they. 
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cance, especially as they applied to him- | enemies, 


self. Your girls will hear and read so 
much of the popular appraisal of Jesus 
as only the world’s great teacher and ex- 
ample, that it will be well for them to 
read here —as they may do in many an- 
gther passage —his. deliberate claim to 
be the Son, the sent one, the very “head 
of the corner,” in a class all alone in 
kind as well as in degree. Was not this 
the final answer as to his authority? 


2. Here also they can find clear evi- | 
dence that Jesus fully understood the 


extreme hatred of his jealous critics. 
How calmly he revealed this, to their 
very faces, how positively he foretold 
just what they were intending to do with 
him. Once he was out of the way they 
expected the coveted religious leadership 
and authority to be their own undisputed 
right. So plain did he make this that 
they at once appreciated that he was 
speaking directly of them, as well as to 
them. Can you not imagine the keen 
penetration in his eyes, as he held theirs 
with his own, till they reached this in- 
escapable conclusion? 


3. Your girls will not fail to see and 
admire the utter moral fearlessness of 
this teaching of Jesus — facing his ene- 
mies, in their own position of authority 
(so abused that he said God would soon 
take it away from them), with a calm 
declaration of his own supreme author- 
ity and the final loss of theirs. That 
there was physical danger in his situation 
as well will not lessen this warm aspect 
for the true manhood of the Lord Jesus. 
Weymouth begins the next statement, 
verse 13, “Their next step,” indicating 
that all this was a part of their long- 
thwarted scheme to “entrap him” —to 
kill him, as John plainly records it. 
(See also Matthew 21: 45 and 46.) This 
Jesus knew also, and might have saved 
himself part of the bitter wrath they 
poured out upon him, only a few days 
hence, by just leaving this parable un- 
told, unapplied. But Jesus’ love for those 
so oppressed by these false leaders would 
not let him take a negative attitude 
toward those who had caused the “cry” 
to reach the heart of God (see Isa. 5:7). 
A negative attitude toward evil has never 
righted a wrong yet. Jesus met evil not 
only with antipathy, but with antagonism, 
open and courageous always, and, as we 
read here, with calm authority.

AY, fellows, you can hold a dime in 

front of your eye and shut out the | 
view of the Atlantic Ocean. In a sense | 
that is what those favored vineyard | 
keepers did. It is a graphic story that 
Jesus tells of that fine vineyard, the 
keepers of it, the owner of it, his mes- 
sengers, and his son, and what happened 
to them all. There could hardly have | 
been a more complete vineyard. I’m sure 
if I had been a grape grower in that, day 
it would have given me great delight to 
operate it. It was well planted, it was 
properly equipped and protected. But 
those keepers had an unfortunate greed 
in their hearts; When the clusters of 
grapes began to show, a covetous spirit 
made them want to keep the fruit for 
themselves. They seemed to forget that 
the vineyard was not theirs, that they 
were merely caretakers. So when the 
owner’s messengers came for his share 
of the yield, they fell upon them, one by 
one, and beat them, sending them away 
empty —or killed them outright. 

He was a very patient owner, or he 
would have dealt with the faithless care- 
takers severely when he heard of their 
first outrageous conduct, but he seemed 
to believe that there was yet a spark of 
honor in them which could be appealed 
to, so he sent his one beloved son, say- 
ing, “They will reverence my son.” But 
covetousness had made dishonesty, and 
dishonesty had made murder, and murder 
had made ruffians of those men. Even 
the son was killed and cast out of the 
vineyard. Then vengeance came —all 
the swifter and more terrible for being 
long delayed — and the wicked caretakers 
were destroyed, and the fruitful vineyard 
placed in other hands. 

Now here is where the dime and the 
Atlantic Ocean come in. Those foolish 


caretakers lost sight of their real good 
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by trying to keep for themselves what 
belonged to their master. In doing so, 
oe lost their stewardship and also their 
ives, 

Jesus told that parable to warn you 
and me. It is a loving warning. He has 
entrusted to each one of us a vineyard. 
It is figuratively described in Isaiah 5: 
I, 2: “My wellbeloved had a vineyard 
in a very fruitful hill: and he digged it, 
and gathered out the stones thereof, and 
planted it with the choicest vine, and 


| built a tower in the midst of it, and also 
| hewed out a winepress therein.” It’s 


your life, fellows, your town, your home, 
your brothers and sisters, father and 
mother, your school, your place of work, 
your church and Sunday-school, your cir- 


| cle of friends, your play, your rest. A 


fruitful hill. There’s a large yield to 
come from it if properly cultivated. And 
greatly you will enjoy it. The very work- 
ing of your fruitful hill will give you 
delight. But remember, it is not that 
you should take all its fruits to yourself. 
The vineyard does not belong to you. 
It is God’s. He has placed you in it 
to dig it and dress it and gather the yield 
for him. Your highest joy will be de- 
rived in the satisfaction of producing a 
rich harvest for the Owner. Think not 
to store it for yourself, or to pocket the 
proceeds of sales. These belong to the 
Owner, and he expects a regular account- 
ing of them. 

Are you applauded for success in your 
vineyard? Give God the glory and let 
them all know it. Has there been a 
bountiful yield? Consult the Owner as 
to »ti:e disposition of the proceeds. He 
will probably turn them back to you for 
expansion of the vineyard, if you have 
been found faithful. Are the seasons un- 
favorable? Do you find the going not 
so good? Talk to the Owner about it. 
He knows. 

And, fellows, don’t let the Devil per- 
suade you to consume upon yourself the 
Master’s goods. The day you begin that 
you are blinking your eyes in the Devil’s 
dust, and your covetousness will sweep 
you on to dishonesty and fraud and dis- 
aster. “And gladness is taken away, and 
joy out of the fruitful field; and in the 
vineyards there shall be no singing, 
neither joyful noise: no treader shall 
tread out wine in the presses; I have 
made the vintage shout to cease. For 
thou hast forgotten the God of thy sal- 
vation, and hast not been mindful of the 
rock of thy strength; therefore thou 
plantest pleasant plants, and settest it 
with strange slips. In the day of thy 
planting thou hedgest it in, and in the 
morning thou makest thy seed to blossom; 
but the harvest fleeth away in the day of 
grief and of desperate sorrow” (Isa. 16: 
10; 17:10, 1).

EAD again Mark 12, and begin the 
lesson by talking with the class about

Today, where a flooded road disap- 
peared in a marsh, we plunged in among 
the cat-tails and sank to our waists in 
mud and water.

Suddenly out from the reeds across a 
clear stretch of water, his head jerking 
with each stroke, swam a strange bird, 
slate-blue with a coral-crimson beak and 
head-plate — my first sight of the Florida 
gallinule. In another minute his mate 
was swimming side by side with him, and 
we decided that the pair must have a 
nest near by from which they were try- 
ing to lead us away. 

Sure enough, a moment later came a 
shout from the Warden, and he showed 
us the strange bird’s nest. It was built 
on a platform of broken cat-tails about 
a foot thick, and was wide and flat and 
made of woven rushes and cat-tails. In- 
side .were eight coffee-colored eggs, 
blotched and speckled with reddish-brown. 

Later in the day when I came back to 
look at the nest again, I heard beyond it 
a heavy splashing, and saw the hen gal- 
linule beating the water with outspread 
wings. When she saw that she had at- 
tracted my attention she swam ashore and 
flapped her wings against the ground 
as if disabled, hoping to toll me away 
from her precious nest, which, however, 
was safe enough for all of me, since I col- 
lect bird-adventures instead of birds’ eggs. 

Later the Banker found a washed-out |; 


mares 


nest with two eggs, and the Warden " 


found another in plain sight in an open 
marsh on the top of a platform of heaped 
up rushes. We all wondered how the 
eggs of all of these nests had escaped the 
ravages of the fish-crows which abound 
in that region and are the terror of all 
nesting birds. A few moments later we 
found the answer in a near-by kingbird’s 
nest built in a bush not two feet from 
the water —a record for that tree-loving 
bird. <A kingbird will not let a crow 
approach within a hundred yards of his 
nest, and this one evidently guarded not 
only his own home but those of his 
neighbors. 

For long we admired the four white |: 
eggs blotched with ox-blood brown, 
among the most beautiful of all American 
eggs. 

Curiously enough, a friend of mine 
ound a number of nests of the Florida 
gallinule in the very heart of the city 
of Philadelphia. There, surrounded by 
factories, in a patch of unreclaimed 
swamp land, among the reeds and cat- 
tails, protected by the deep mud, the gal- 
linule nests as it probably did long before 
the city was founded. 

It was the Banker who made the next 
discovery —the nest of a Virginia rail 
on the ground in the wet pasture land at 
the edge of the marsh, built of grass and 
holding seven buffy-white eggs speckled 
with rufous-brown. Later on he. found 
another with six eggs. The Virginia rail 
is a mottleé. brown bird with the long, 
curved beak, legs, and toes, and the short 
turned-up tail which are the characteris- 
tics of all the rails. It grunts like a 
pig in the depths of the reeds, and, like 
the gallinule, is heard far oftener than 
it is seen. 

A little later I discovered two swamp- 
sparrow nests with beautifully marked, 
faint-blue eggs aureoled with brown 
blotches. Then came several red-winged 
blackbirds’ nests whose eggs are always 
scrawled with strange hieroglyphics. |

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Everywhere were nests of the long- 
billed marsh-wren, but we found only 
three with eggs, out of perhaps a dozen 
examined — for those talented birds have 
a curious habit of building several nests 
for each one they use. 

The nests themselves are wet balls of 
marsh-grass fastened to the stems of long 
reeds and lined with the fur of cat-tails, 
and the cinnamon-brown eggs are among 
the darkest of all North American eggs. 
Sometimes, however, a set will be pure 
white, such a set having recently been 
found in that very marsh. 

A few minutes later after we had 
found the last marsh-wren’s nest, out of 
the dense grass directly in front of me 
sounded a shrieking grunt, and out darted 
a rail almost exactly like the Virginia 
but much larger, —some five inches, to 
be exact, —and I had my first sight of 
a king-rail, a bird that few ornithologists 
have ever seen, for, with the exception 
of the almost unknown little-black rail 
and the yellow rai!, the king-rail is per- 
haps the shyest of his family. 

This particular one came almost up to 
my feet, moving about me in circles with 
outspread wings. Every now and then 
in full view it would give a cackling 
grunt. 

An eminent ornithologist has written 
that no one, to his knowledge, has ever 
yet seen the rail give his note. This 
one, however, had three -which he gave 
while I watched him. One was the 
startling, shrieking grunt which he gave 
when he suddenly darted into sight. An- 
other was a much softer cackling grunt 
which sounded as he passed in and out 
of the long grass, while his third-note 
was a low grumbling sound which he 
kept up constantly when not favoring me 
with the rest of his repertoire. 

Several times he came to within two 
feet of me, bobbing his head and long 
curved beak threateningly and watching 
me all the time with a sidelong glance 
of his sinister red eyes. I decided that 
his nest must be close by and searched 
every square foot of marsh-grass in a 
circle thirty feet in diameter, but found 
nothing save several million mosquitoes. 
Then I called in the rest of the party, 
and for over an hour we quartered and 
circled and searched that swamp, but 
found nothing except a large empty nest 


Once we found a fresh turtle egg in 
the mud, which the Banker vainly tried 
to persuade me was a newly laid egg of 
the king-rail; and then a dead young 
king-rail, like a tiny velvety-black 
chicken. A little later we came upon 
another empty nest with a dead, newly- 
hatched rail in it—all of which con- 
vinced us that hidden in the long grass 
was a brood of young king-rail from the 
first empty nest which the male rail was 
trying to protect. A week later, on an- 
other trip to the same place, the Banker 
found a nest of the king-rail containing 
a fresh clutch of eggs, but that day we 
only had an opportunity of seeing and 
hearing this rare bird at close range. 

Space fails me to tell of the black- 
duck and her brood; of the brave, crip- 
pled Canadian goose in a little pond, or 
of the huge, red-bellied water-snake that 
I stepped upon. Then there was the 
strange sparrow nest with four light 
tawny eggs which the Warden tried to 
convince us were a clutch of the sharp- 
tailed sparrow. The jury, however, found 
against him, deciding that they were only 
the freak set of the swamp sparrow. 

Sing, O Muse, of the last nest of the 
day! We had come to a meadow full of 
round-stemmed marsh grass. Suddenly 
from all around sounded the note of the 
short-billed marsh-wren, the second small- 
est bird in Eastern North America. “Chip 
—chip, chippy, chippy, chippy, chip,” 
he sang, flying into the air at times and 
showing his yellowish streaked flanks — 
black and white and ocher are his colors. 
Then the search began. Down in the 
grass the Warden and I found nests, 
round balls of dry grass woven in with 
green stems and lined with quail feathers, 
beautifully constructed nests but — empty. 
In the meantime, the Banker doddered 
aimlessly around and finally remarked 
that he had found a nest with a full

ment, but sure enough, a foot from the 
ground he showed us a ball of dry, dead 
grass with a round hole in its side. It 
was not nearly so good-looking as the 
ones we had found, but —it contained 
seven pure white eggs, the last and 
crowning achievement of an interesting 
day.

A New Protestant Hospital in 
Southern France 


VERITABLE lighthouse guiding 
many a soul out of darkness and dan- 
ger into safety and light is the new Prot- 
estant Hospital at Digne in Southeastern 
France. 

The founders and directors of this 
work, M. and Mme. Henri Contesse, are 
well known for their noble and self-sac- 
rificing labors in connection with the 
work they have carried on practically 
alone for twenty years. They are the 
editors of La Bonne Revue, the leading 
Protestant home magazine in France, one 
of the few that have remained true to 
the Word of God, and which is read by 
French-speaking people the world over. 
They have also conducted evangelistic 
services, done colportage work, and in 
every way possible have spread the true 
Gospel of salvation by faith alone. God 
has blessed their efforts, and from the 
work there has grown an annual Summer 
Bible Conference, one of the first regular 
evangelical conventions to be established 
in France. ‘ 

The growing need of a Christian hos- 
pital for Protestant believers has been 
keenly felt for many years, as may be 
seen in the following paragraphs from 
a circular letter sent out by M. and Mme. 
Contesse: 

“The only hospitals here, in an area 
of several hundred square miles, are, 
though theoretically free from religious 
intolerance, not at all so in reality be- 
cause the nurses are all nuns. 

“We might tell many sad stories about 
the Christians being ill treated or just 
left without the slightest attention (not 
even water to wash their hands), because 
they would not submit to Catholic cere- 
monies or confess to the priest. Often 
they cannot even die in peace. In one 
instance (among many) when we went 
.to complain to the Mother Superior about 
a dying woman the sisters were torment- 
ing, she answered: ‘Until the end, there 
is hope that lost sheep may come back 
to the fold’ 

“In fact, the poor woman’s death was 
literally hastened by this cruelty, but she 
bravely confessed Christ to the end, be- 
fore her own daughter who is a nun, and 
her own nephew, one of the leading 
priests of this place. ... 

“But apart from the religious perse- 
cution, there is for every patient, whether 
Catholic or not, in these country hospitals 
the most appalling neglect of hygiene, and 
most of the nuns are ignorant and un- 
trained. Of course there are good hos- 
pitals, but the prices of these are very 
high, and unthinkable for the poor and 
even the ordinary patient.” 

Last year a definite move was made t6 
meet this need. A generous friend has 
purchased a suitable piece of land, and 
as one visitor exclaimed, “This is just 
the proper place for a hospital, and the 
Lord must have been back of the choice.” 
To quote again: 

“Digne possesses a remarkable climate, 
for the tonicity and dryness of the air, 
the perfect luminosity of the atmosphere, 
its moderate altitude (1,800 feet), and a 
situation sheltered from the great winds, 
all of which advantages make it possible 
to hope that our hospital will become a 
place where many sick people will recover 
their health, and at the same, time come 
to know the Lord Jesus Christ.” 

The plans were laid for the new hos- 
pital, very modest and simple, but up-to- 
date in all matters of hygiene and con- 
veniences, and the exterior of the building 
was completed August 31, 1927. It is a 
splendid, substantial stone building, three 
stories high, to be equipped with wards 
and rooms to accommodate fifty or more 
sick people. 

The building now stands ready to be

A Prime Minister’s Decision.—Can- 
berra, the capital of Australia, is dry. 
But when a banquet was being arranged 
for the ex-service men of Australia the 
committee of ~ arrangements thought 
proper to import alcoholic liquors for. the 
dinner. When. the Prime Minister of 
Australia, S. M. Bruce, one of the in- 
vited guests,- heard. of it he let the com- 
mittee know. that he would not attend 
unless. the. .dry. regulations .of the city 
were observed. It was decided not to 
have the alcohol, and the Prime Minister 
attended the banquet. 


Poland Orders Dry Election Days.— 
The government of Poland closed by offi- 
cial order all drinking places during the 
national elections, March 4 to 11. Mayors 
of cities and magistrates of communities 
were given power to extend the time of 
prohibition if they saw fit. 

The Church and the Liquor Trade. 
—Lord Astor, who is a close observer of 
the tactics employed by the British liquor 
trade in securing laws favorable to their 
interests, takes frequent occasion to em- 
phasize the duty of the church in the fight 
to free the people from their dominion. 

From an article published in the Irish 
Temperance paper, Everybody’s Monthly, 
have been culled the following statements 
on what he regards as the church’s duty. 

A right idea of religion compels man- 
kind to act, and in a democracy action 
means politics. It would be wrong to 
bring party politics into one’s church, but 
it would be a greater wrong to exclude 
the spirit of one’s religion, the counsel 
of one’s religious leaders, from the gov- 
ernment of the country, 4. e., politics. The 
heads of the churches are not only justi- 
fied in giving a lead on drink reform, but 
they would have failed in their duty had 
they played for safety and remained pas- 
sive. There is a well-récognized conflict 
which exists between the flesh and the 
spirit — between man’s lower and higher 
natures. Alcohol and the physical emo- 
tions it produces must be of the flesh 
fleshly. No one ever took a bottle of 
stout preparatory to praying aright, or 
tried for spiritual inspiration — the appre- 
hension of Infinite Spirit—by drinking 
a bottle of port. Spiritually-minded par- 
ents do not learn how to make new cock- 
tails when they want to give their chil- 
dren that joyful bliss which the Bible 
considers a Christian’s right. . . . The 
heads of the churches are right in having 


more disinterested and more qualified 
than the brewers to indicate one consis- 
tent with Christian ethics. 


Why Exhortations To Be Moderate So 
Often Fail.—In an article on the social 
effects. of the narcotic action of alcohol 
a German writer, Dr. Reinhard (Die 
Alkoholfrage, 1926) expresses a_ well- 
known, fact in the following words: 

In all the current phrases about a 
man’s being able to take a glass or two 
without danger, about exercise of self- 
control in the use of alcohol, and about 
the inferior mentality of those unable so 
to use it, in all of these, the kernel of 
the problem is overlooked. 

Alcohol destroys directly the physiolog- 
ical foundation of self-control, If I have 
before me a man who has taken two 
glasses of wine, he is not the same man 
he was before he took this drink. Whether 
the physiological disturbance overcomes 
the person in question more quickly or 
more slowly is another question. No one 
can take poison without some kind of 
risk. ... All the hundreds of thousands 
of drink addicts who come for medical 
treatment, and unfortunately that is only 
a small part of the whole number, have 
laid the foundation of their condition with 
small amounts. . . . Under like conditions 
a person who has had no alcohol will, on 
purely physiological grounds, exercise 
more self-control and be more sensitive 
than those who are under the influence 
of alcohol. That is a natural law founded

The 
relation between these outward manifes- 
tations and the first origin is not appre- 
ciated by the public opinion which is un- 
friendly toward radical measures for their 
prevention. 


Wine and Flying Do Not Mix.—While 
the five airplanes under command of 
Major Herbert A.. Dargue were making 
their 20,000 mile good-will flight over the 
South American countries, the crews re- 
ceived frequent offers of wine from their 
Latin hosts. These they always couyr- 
teously declined and their refusal was re- 
spected, Major Dargue reported.

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low man to a love and compassion for 
him? It is the transforming power of 
Christ coming into the heart that works 
the miracle. So true is this, that the 
Lord Jesus tells us that it shall be a sign 
whereby others may know we belong to 
him, if we, his followers, love one an- 
other (John 13:35). John tells us that 
if we say we love God and hate our 
brother we are liars, and have not known 
the love of God (1 John 4: 20). 


we 


We should notice, however, that the 
Bible makes a very careful use of the 
word “brother.” Nowhere in the New Tes- 
tament can we find that it is used to mean 
mankind at large. The Epistles were 
written to believing Christians, and their 
use of “brethren,” “brother,” and the like, 
distinctly refers to those that are “of the 
household of God,’ —brothers in the 
Lord Jesus Christ. We become members 
ot God’s household by being born again, 
by being adopted (Rom. 8:15; Gal. 4: 
5-7). In this impo~tant sense, therefore, 


all men are not brothers, nor is God the 
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Father of all. You will remember that 
the Lord Jesus said to some of the Phari- 
sees, “Ye are of your father the devil” 
(John 8:44). God is indeed the creator 
of all, and through his creation we are, 
as Paul tells us in Acts 17:° 24-28, “of one 
blood”; but we must be careful not to 
confuse our own use of the words 
“Father” and “brother” with the use the: 
Bible makes of them. 


oe . 

A clear understanding of this truth 
does not mean at all that we are not to 
love all mankind. “God so loved the 
world that he gave his only begotten Son” 
(John 3:16). He knew that all would 
not accept him, that all would not become 
his spiritual sons through belief on Christ, 
yet he loved them norie the less. The 
fact that all men are not. our. brothers 
should challenge us as Christians. to a 
greater love for them and a deeper. con- 
secration to the proclaiming of the Good 
News, that they may become sons of 
God and our brothers in Christ. 

The recognition of this truth gives us 
no room to despise those who are with- 
out Christ, or to set ourselves above them. 
True Christians will have for any such 
a love and sympathy and understanding 
that only the power of Christ can create 
in our hearts. But, just as in the physical: 
world “blood is thicker than water,” so, 
spiritually, the Christian will be closer to 
his brothers in Christ than he can ever 
be to those who do not know. Christ’s 
love. There will be certain ways in 
which a sharp line of distinction will have 
to be drawn. We shall be unable to wor- 
ship in any sort of composite religious 
service with others who are not Chris- 
tians. We shall-be unable to concede any 
essential points of Christianity in order 
to avoid giving offense to the beliefs or 
positions of non-Christians. 
unable to participate in any enterprise 
where the principles of Christianity are 
placed on the same level with those of 
Buddhism or Mohammedanism or any 
other false religion. 

Shall we not then ask God to fill our 
hearts with his love and concern for 
those who do not know him? Shall we not 
also ask him to guard us against any com- 
promise that will dishonor him, and will 
prevent our clear, unshakeable testimony 
to the whole faith?

The Challenge of Central Asia 


HE title of this introduction was the
